Served In House 

Wednesday was the final day 
set for the filing of petitions by 
aspirants for the offices which will 
be ballotted for in the general 
November election, when a gover- 
nor and lieutenant-governor and 
other State officials will be select- 
ed by the voters. The Democratic 
primary is scheduled for August 
3. 

Mr. Ewell, a resident of the 
Kempsville District and well- 
known throughout the entire 
county, has served three terms in 
the State legislature. His last two 
terms were served during the four- 
year period beginning in 1920. He 
was defeated in his reelection bid 
in 1923 by D. Y. Malbon and 
again met defeat in 1931 when 
he campaigned for the office of 
county treasurer. 

Former County Chairman 

Mr. Ewell was chairman of the 
Princess Anne County Democratic 
Committee for many years, a post 
which he filled with distinction, 
according to those who are now 
campaigning in his behjilf. A 
veteran of many political battles, 
■e is expected to wage a vigorous 
fight in his effort to retire Mr. 
Davis from the seat that he has 
held for four years. The present 
incumbent of the office will go 
into the primary supported by the 
county Democratic organization. 

The platforms upon which the 
two candidates will campaign are 
expected to be announced in the 
near future. Both, it is under- 
stood, will support the guberna- 
torial aspirations of Lieutenant- 
Governor James H. Price, who 
continues the ruling favorite of

Free Summer Course on Board 
Training Ship Is Offered Boys 

American Nautical Academy Announces Program for 
Eighth Annual Training Session Aboard the "Marsala," 
One of World's Largest Sailing Vessels. 



In order to acquaint the youth 
of America with the opportunities 
of a career as officers in the 
United States Merchant Marine, 
the American Nautical Academy, 
National Training School for 
Merchant Marine Officers, Wash- 
ington, D. C, announced this 
week that boys and young men 
between the ages of 10 and 26 
years will be allowed to secure 
practical ship experience on board 
a training ship of the Academy 
within the period from June 1 to 
October 1. 

The young men may rema 
board ship for the entire 
or for any shorter time they may 
wish, but not for less than three 
weeks. 

No Tuition Charge 

There is no tuition charge for 
any of the courses offered by the 
Academy, and no obligation for 
future merchant marine, military 
or naval service of any kind is 
incurred by the young men. There 
is no charge for instruction nor 
for living quarters on board ship. 
The only required expense is for 
meals which are 49 cents. Three 
meals are served daily. 

The schoolship to w. ch the 
young men wil be assign*.. I is the 
Training Ship "Marsala," a five- 
masted barkentine-rigged vessel 
of 2,500 tons. 300 feet long, and 
46 feet wide. The vessel was built 
in 1919-20 and is one of the larg- 
est sailing vessels in the world. 

While on board ship cadets will 
receive free medical treatment 
when necessary. On Sundays the 
young men will be allowed to at- 
tend divine services at the 
churches of their respective de- 
nominations ashore. 

8th Annual Course 

This is the eighth annual course 
offered by the Academy, and will 
be under the personal supervision 
of the Captain Commandant of 
the Academy who will be in com- 
mand of the vessel. 

While on board ship the boys 
will follow the regular daily ship 
routine, and will be given prac- 
tical instruction in nautical sub- 
jects including seamanship (ship's 
work), signaling, rowing, handling.

Graduating Class of Virginia

The most succesful year in the 
history of Princess Anne County 
schools will be completed tomor- 
row with the holding of the 
graduation exercises ai the 
Kempsville High School. Frank 
W. Cox. Superintendent of 
Schools; stated yesterday . in dis- 
Tussing- J tfte— -work— of— the- publie- 
school system during the 1936-37 
term. 

Numerically, the student en- 
rollment surpassed all former re- 
gistrations, with a total of 2.350 
children enrolled in the white 
schools of the county according 
to the principals' records for the 
past month. Approximately 1.800 
Negro children were given in- 
struction in the colored schools. 

Increases Are Noted 

The greatest increases occurred 
in the student bodies of the north- 
ern section of the county, with 
Virginia Beach, Bayside, Kemps- 
ville and Oceana leading in the 
statistical analysis. Schools in the 
strictly rural areas either main- 
tained their numbers of past years 
or reported slight decreases in en- 
rollment, the superintendent con- 
tinued. 

The anticipated increase in en- 
rollment at the Virginia Beach 
school in the fall! Mr. Cox said, 
will necessitate the employment 
of another teacher, probably to 
assist the present sixth and 
seventh grade teachers. No other 
additions to the staff are plan- 
ned at this time. 

Attendance Improves 

One of the most encouraging 
signs of the past term was the 
improved attendance records turn- 
ed into the superintendent's of- 
fice from the local schools. This 
improvement, according to Mr. 
Cox, was largely the result of a 
complete absence of epidemics of 
the usual childhood diseases, and,

Ashburn Suggests Method of Raising Funds Needed to Cover 
Cost of Making Repairs to Walkway; Bicycle-riding

A proposal that the Town take 
over the complete rental, or lease 
the concession for same, of all 
bicycles, beach chairs, umbrellas 
aM~other ea.uiprn^Tit~aTld ma-" 
terials now rented on the beach 
by private individuals without 
financial return to the Town, or- 
ganizing a corps of Town-employ- 
ed life-guards to patrol the ocean 
front, keep it clean and look after 
the proper disposition of the 
equipment was made to the Vir- 
ginia Beach Town Council on 
Wednesday night by Willard Ash- 
burn, Town Attorney. 

The proposition was offered 
after a lengthy discussion of per- 
mitting cyclists to use the walk- 
way, at the conclusion of which it 
was voted to prohibit bicycles 
from the walkway between the 
hours of 4 p. m. and 4 a. m., dur- 
ing the summer season. 

Sees Large Profit 

If the concession were leased, 
Mr. Ashburn asserted, a sum of 



a profit of $15,000 or more could 
be anticipated. In the event that 
bicycles were prohibited from 
using the walkway, a slightly 
smaTleT'TrnmrTrrtght—result; 
said, adding that sufficient money 
would still be had to equalize the 
approximate $7,000 now spent an- 
nually on walkway repairs. 

Council requested that the 
Town Attorney's proposal be 
drafted in legal form and pre- 
sented for further discussion at a 
future meeting of the group.

Continuance of PWA May 
Result in Final Acceptance 
of Local Project. 



The Congressional decision to 
continue the Public: Works Ad- 
ministration as a relief agency 
for another two years has re- 
vived hopes that the local sewago 
disposal system will be completed 
at long last with Federal assis- 
tance, according to information 
supplied the Virginia Beach News 
this week. .. 

The project, approved by the 
Washington office of the PWA 
approximately two years ago but 
for which no funds have as yet 
been allocated, heads the list of 
approved projects for the State 
of Virginia. It also has a high 
ranking on the Federal list, it was 
learned, and should be one of the 
first to secure final approval at 
such time as the President calls 
for a group of endorsed public 
works projects. 

History Of Project 

R. O. Oorman, PWA Adminis- 
trator for Virginia, has promised 
his support to the sewage disposal 
plant, and Congressman Norman 
Hamilton stated this week that 
he would leave no stone unturned 
in pressing for its approval by 
the President. Renewed interest 
in the development has been gen- 
ially expressed in the Beach area. 

Application for Fedeial assis- 
tance in building a plant adequate 
to take care of the growing 
Town's waste disposal needs dates 
back almost three years. Last sum- 
mer, upon a suggestion given to 
a local delegation by the execu- 
tive department of the PWA in 
Washington, an election was held 
to determine whether or not the 
public favored a bond issue which 
would take care of 55 per cent of 
the total cost of the project 
should the additional 45 per cent 
of the cost be contributed by the 
Federal government.

Expense Said Too Great 

In arguing against the mea- 
sure. Mayor Smith asserted that 
the expense of the contemplated 
equipment is too great to be borne 
at this time and is, in reality, be- 
yond the limit of auVquacy set' 
for the Town's requirements by 
the insurance underwriters. 

He favored whole-heartedly, he 
continued, the purchase of such 
motorized units as would be neces- 
sary to meet present demands, but 
he could not countenance an un- 
necessary expenditure of money 
in the face of the crying need for 
an adequate sewage disposal plant 
for Virginia Beach. Acceptance of 
'the proposal, he argued, * would 
eliminate all hope for the immedi- 
ate construction of the disposal 
system and lay the Town and its 
visitors open to the threat of pos- 
sible epidemics resulting from an 
over-taxed sewage disposal sys- 
tem. 

Sees Additional Taxes 

To purchase such equipment 
will necessitate the expenditure, 
the Mayor told the Council, of not 
less than $30,000. Of this amount, 
$19,000 is needed to buy the 750- 
gallon pumper and the "quad," 
combination pumper, chemical, 
hose and ladder units, favored by 
the councilmen, $5,000 to house 
the added equipment, $2,000 to 
purchase needed hose and $4,500 
annually to man the equipment 
with additional firemen. 

Should the proposed bond Is- 
sue be defeated. Mayor Smith 
continued, adding that consider- 
able opposition to it already has 
been expressed, the purchase 
money must be gleaned from the 
general fund. "Where will this 
money come from?" he asked. Ad- 
ditional taxes were said more than 
a possibility if the project was 
approved, for, the Mayor asserted, 
sufficient money could not be 
anticipated from the general fund 
of the Town.

SIRENS AND SEWAGE 



As a consequence of the coun- 
cilmans action taken on Wed- 
nesday night approving the ex- 
penditure of an estimated $30,000 
cr more for fire equipment, the 
major issue to be determined by 
the electorate of Virginia Beach 
at this moment may be summed 
up in this brjjjf fashion: ■ 

Faced with an acknowledged 
need for an adequate and sanitary 
sewage disposal system, already 
approved by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of local voters, shall the 
Town officials be permitted to 
brush aside further consideration 
of such need and, in its stead, 
purchase a volume of fire-fighting 
equipment which, however de- 
sirable such equipment might be, 
Is admittedly more than Is now 
required for a satisfactory mea- 
sure of protection for the Town? 

That, boiled down to its es- 
sentials, is the issue before the 
residents of Virginia Beach. We 
can, according to reliable infor- 
mation, have our sewage disposal 
system and an adequate amount 
of fire protection. We cannot, 
however,- have all of the equip- 
ment proposed by the Council and 
still hope for the sewage plant. 

On the one hand, there is hope 
for both sewage plant and me- 
chanical fire-fighting aids. On 
the other, we can be certain 
of enough fire equipment to stage 
a mighty interesting Fourth-of- 
July parade — statistics tend to 
suggest that even the improved 
water supply of the Town will not 
be adequate to feed all of the 
equipment contemplated! — and 
■ run the risk of epidemics and a 
consequent loss of tourist patron- 
age and the retarding future 
community growth. 

It is our thought that the peo- 
ple, and not the Council, should 
have the final choice. And, since 
the people already have approved 
the course of action which sug- 
gests the policy of wisdom and 
adequate protection, the Council 
should lend an ear to that deci- 
sion. 

More of further interest to the 
voters is the expressed fear that 
the purchase of the proposed fire 
equipment will mean an increase 
in local taxes. 

is not our purpose to block 
the path to the purchase of such 
fire protection services as may be 
needed to insure adequate safety 
for the Town. However, as has 
been stated in these columns many 
tunes in the past two years, no 
single action or series of actions 
on the part of the Council must 
he permitted— nay, they must not 
be tolerated— to block the devel- 
opment of an adequate sewage 
disposal system so long as hope 
remains for financial assistance 
Jn its building from the Federal 
Government It is the duty of the 
Council to provide adequate pro- 
tection. That duty, it may be said. 
will not countenance such ex- 
travagance as has been proposed 
and accepted by a majority of the 
council members. 

Now that Congress has continu- 
ed the life of the Public Works 
Administration for another two 
years, word comes unofficially 
from Washington that there is 
•very hope that the much discus- 
sed sewage disposal project for 
Virginia Beach stands a good 
of final approval. That 
the project 



as a deserving one. It stands first 
among Virginia projects that have 
been approved by the PWA but 
for which funds have not yet been 
allocated. It stands, acording to 
the statement of ranking officials 
in the Washington headquarters 
of the PWA, close to the top of all 
favored projects in the entire na- 
tion. Is it the thought of our 
Council, or the majority of its 
'members, to jeopardize the pos- 
sibility of final acceptance by 
placing the Town in such a posi- 
tion that it cannot accept the 
Federal assistance even though 
such is offered? 

We would not have this con- 
troversy between the supporters 
of two such worthy-public im- 
provements take on the appear- 
ance of a political fight and so 
blind the leaders to the merits of 
a compromise. We would sug- 
gest, rather, that more thought, 
more consideration of the results 
of such action as has been pro- 
posed, be given to the whole pic- 
ture as that is limited by our 
financial position, and we ask 
that the final action be taken 
only after such consideration. 

None can be so blind as to deny 
the need of the sewage disposal 
plant. Since government assist- 
ance looms as a distinct possibili- 
ty in its construction, why not 
continue the fight— which now 
seems about to be won— to secure 
45 per cent of its building costs 
from the PWA? 

Then, admitting the need for 
better and more adequate fire- 
fighting equipment, why not pur- 
chase such equipment as will in- 
sure adequate protection, and de- 
lay until a happier day the pur- 
chase of such motorized media 
as might be more than adequate 
to cope with present needs? 
Should the Town continue to grow 
along lines suggested by present 
construction activity — a growth 
almost certain to continue unless 
impeded by such a short-sighted 
action as would drop into a desk 
drawer the plans now made for 
the disposal system's construction 
— it appears better than a pos- 
sibility that the desired equip- 
ment could be purchased within 
a period of two or three years. 

Delay of further consideration 
of plans for the development of 
the sewage system will eliminate 
all hope of governmental assist- 
ance from the picture, for the life 
of the PWA— the only agency 
which may reasonably be expect- 
ed to assist the Town in its ven- 
ture — has been limited absolutely 
to two more years. 

Such, without any desire to be 
too harsh in judging the most re- 
cent action of the Council, ap- 
pears the reasonable way out of 
our present difficulties. Let's be 
done with such insinuations and 
recriminations as have been 
bruited about the streets by ad- 
vocates of either course, and let's 
examine the essential problems 
as such are presented by reason- 
able debate and discussion.' The 
record is perfectly clear when so 
examined, and we can do no more 
than hope that the final action 
of the Council will follow such a 
reasonable course. 

If this is done, we have every 
reason to believe that neither the 
health of the individual residing 
here, either as resident or visitor, 
nor the safety of his life or pro| 
perty wdll suffer for want of ade- 
quate protection. 

We commend this thought both 
to the individual councilmen and 
to the voters of Virginia Beach. 
o

The story of the Dionnes and their sudden rise to fame is well 
known. Nothing aboufc their existence from its very origin is other 
than remarkably fortunate. Not so the story of the Davis children, 
and it is doubtful if anything in their lives could be classed as even 
remotely fortunate. . 

For those unfamiliar with the story of the Davis family, we pre- 
sent here a condensed version of the report carried by the Associated 
Press: 

John W. Davis, poverty-stricken mountain farmer, was bound 
over for grand jury action late last week on a charge that he was 
responsible for the abortion death of his wife who helped to pull their 
plow. He expressed deep love for his wife and denied he was responsi- 
ble for the illegal operation which the State charges was "performed 
by the use of scissors or^some similar instrument." 

The 65-year-old defendant denied that he was a hard taskmaster 
when he used his 34-year-old-wife and his two step-children in front 
of a plow becauseSheir horse had died. "This ain't the first time we 
made a crop that way," he said, adding that his wife "had been a-doin' 
that, the same thing," before their marriage. He denied performing 
the operation, stating that she had plenty of opportunities for such 
an operation to be performed without his knowledge. Maybe, he said, 
she died because of "something she et." 

"Paw plowed me and maw for two weeks afore we got the corn 
patch done,'' ycur.g Charlie told a reporter. "Me and maw pulled 
the plow and he steered it. Every time we said we was hot and tired 
he said to keep a-goin' and he'd spell us ati the pullin' in a minute. 
But he just never done it. 

-"Then one night after an all-day battle pulling the steel plow 
through the hep vy earth, something happened to "maw." "We was all 
mighty feared of paw," said Charles. "He whipped me and maw and 
he hit sister Evelyn with his fist. He was all the time a-cussin' and a 
carryin' on. 

"Efen we didn't jump when paw told us to do somethin', he 
fetched us a crack right off and made us git. He run us all off his 
place a couple of times and beat us when We came back. He allowed 
he'd run maw off again and run her off fer good just as soon as she 
was able. 

"Then tl:at night maw was real sick and was a-crying' for water. 
But paw wouldn't give her none. Sister started to get her some, but 
paw boxed her one and told her to mind her own business. And the 
next day maw died." 

Charley rrd his two sisters— spindling, peaked, sallow youngsters 
—look as though a few solid meals might do them good. And,'pld Mrs. 
Jesse Wallace, an aged and wrinkled woman who was Jodie's mother, 
allows she intends to feed them up. It isn't the first time that the old 
grandmother has been forced to take them In.

As Others See It 



Such, in brief, is the story of the recent happenings in the lives 
of the Davis family, a tale which has shocked the nation almost as 
much as the tales of child marriages in this same part of the world. 
"Happy childhood" may be a meaningful phrase where the Dionnes 
are concerned, but Charlie and his sisters find little of that quality in 
their own lives to date. 

Discussing the story which had been carried in its news columns 
on the previous day, the Richmond Times-Dispatch commented, edi- 
torially as follows: 

The story of the Tennessee mountain woman who, just before 
her death from an abortion, had been pulling a plow through the fields 
for her husband, is the kind from which we almost instinctively look 
away. What happened in the mountains near Woodbury, Term., is 
the kind of thing which we should like to believe could not happen 
in America. By looking away from every story of that kind, a great 
many people achieve what might be called a "systematic" belief that 
we not only live in the best of all possible lands of the free, but that 
we live in a land of such fair economic opportunities that man's 
inhumanity to man— and to woman— is virtually unknown. 

The Times-Dispatch offers no apology for printing the story 
from Woodbury in detail in its Sunday issue. It was a repulsive story, 
it is true, but we need to read such stories in connection with criticism 
of the Government's attempt to "interfere" in the lives of the moun- 
tain folk; to read it in connection with suggestions that these people 
of the mountain hinterlands, who have been completely isolated from 
the currents of civilization, live in some sort of splendid relation with 
Nature. 

Do women pull plows on the trails of those lonesome pines in 
the Appalachians? Do they begin work in the fields so young that 
they are old women when they are in their twenties? Are child mar- 
riages common? And are these things that are so abhorrent to the 
civilized community, the result of the isolation of the mountain com- 
munity, and its unspeakable poverty? If so, then the moral impera- 
tive for "resettling" that isolated community upon a different plane of 
life, as far as possible, cannot be denied! ' 

In this case, the father-in-law of the man who worked a woman 
with a plow said that his ^on-in-law could easily have obtained a 
team of mules by "swapping wk with his neighbors." It is true that 
he might have done that, if mf benighted pride was not compelling 
him to uphold one of those characteristic lifelong feuds with his 
neighbors. 

The government deserves criticism for excessive red tape, for lack 
of economy, and for excessive bureaucracy, as it moves toward helping 
the forgotten people of the mountains and the people of the devastat- 
ed lowlands. But a bureaucracy that is moving in that direction can be 
corrected, and from that standpoint, is better than no bureaucracy 
at all.

BETTER SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS FOR VIRGINIA 

A live issue in the approaching 
political campaign in Virginia 
concerns the secondary schools of 
the state. Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Hall is adv(d>ting 
a largely increased appropriation 
that will insure a nine months 
term throughout the state and 
increase teachers' salaries. Both 
are things much to be desired. 
They will cost, however, millions 
of dollars and the question is, 
where is the extra money coming 
from. A sales tax has been sug- 
gested, it being estimated that a 
one per cent tax will raise $4,- 
000,000. This tax in itself would 
not be a heavy burdea^n any 
single tax payer, but it is^olnted 
out that this tax has serious de- 
fects. It places a large part of the 
burden on the poor who are 
scarcely able to buy the necessi- 
ties of life, and it opens the way 
to larger sales taxes which would 
be imposed with less opposition 
than the first one per cent tax, 
and would become burdensome, 
In any event, the sales tax idea is 
not popular in Virginia. 

For many years we have 
thought that the amount of mon- 
ey spent on higher education in 
Virginia at public expense and at 
the expense of elementary educa- 
tion is all out of proportion. The 
idea has grown steadily in the 
past that every boy and girl is 
entitled as a matter of right and 
more or less at public expense to 
a college education. Some are now 
beginning to question the wisdom 
of this policy and to cite the Eu- 
ropean system as preferable. One 
of two things is going to prove 
true. Either more attention must 
be paid to secondary schools and 
higher education made less gen- 
eral, or a larger source of tax- 
ation must be found to meet the 
growing educational needs in the 
future. 

In England and on the Contin- 
ent, free higher education for 
everyone is not the rule, and even 
the system in their elimentary 
schools is different. In the higher 
grades of the elementary schools, 
special attention is paid to the 
promising pupils who give evi- 
dence of exceptional mental pow- 
ers and who would profit by 
higher education. These leaders 
are the ones developed for college 
training. 

In Virginia there Is a vast 
duplication of facilities for high- 
er education. Many boys and girls 
are sent to college at public ex- 
pense who are not capable of tak- 
ing higher education and who do 
not profit by it. Higher education 
should be a thing to be valued and 
prized, not a thing to be accepted 
as a matter of course and right. 
It has even been demonstrated 
that out-of-state students are re- 
ceiving instruction well below cost 
in some of the institutions. A 
system could be Instituted where- 
by deserving and promising 
youths through scholarships could 
go to college if unable to pay or 
earn their own way. But it does 
seem that a large part of the 
waste in public funds expended 
on higher education might be 
saved and used to improve the 
secondary schools. This could be 
made one source of funds for the 
realization of Dr. Hall's recom- 
mendations, which all agree are 
desirable, if they can be financed.

Once in a great while there 
comes before the reading public 
a group of short stories worth 
the attention and notice given an 
extraordinary novel. Such is the 
chse with Edward J. 0"Bklen'8 
latest collection "The Best Stories, 
1937." The title is misleading, 
since the stories are from the bet- 
ter-known periodicals of 1930. 

Mr. O'Brien's collections have 
been for the past decade annual 
events in the publishing World, 
and are being accepted as blandly 
as current magazines. Such treat- 
ment is not fair to Mr. O'Brien's 
work. His authors and stories are 
selected with care and accuracy; 
his own valuation of the publish- 
ed works (as given in the fore- 
word) is fair to the point of pain- 
fulness, and can easily be called 
a miniature course dealing with 
the American short story. "% 

In assembling collections, stories 
chosen on the basis of related 
subject matter often make up a 
group which bores. On the other 
hand, if the editor attacks the 
problem of selection regardless of 
subject the result is apt to be 
somewhat incoherent when bound 
into a volume. Mr. O'Brien, 
through years of experience, 
avoids the pitfalls. His stories, 
chosen for writing alone, are so 
arranged as to make an unified 
yet diversified whole. 

It is Impossible, of course, to 
deal In any detail with the indi- 
vidual stories. Several stand out 
in the general excellence and de- 
serve a brief word. "The Snows 
of Kilimanjaro" by Ernest Hem- 
ingway is worthy of a place with 
his acclaimed "The Undefeated" 
and "Fifty Grand." The story is, 
in the expected Hemingway fash- 
Ion, closely written, exact. All 
emotional springs are explored to 
the bottom, while the expression 
of emotion is kept on ice. Noth- 
ing is irrelevant; every intonation 
and inflection has a purpose. The 
editor raves on at length, term- 
ing the publication of "The Snows 
of Kilimanjaro" as "one of the 
four or five landmarks in the his- 
tory of the American short story 
since Stephen Crane." Very pro- 
bably he is right. 

"Maybe the Sun Will Shine," 
by William March follows Hem- 
ingway's masterpiece. March's 
story of an operation for blind- 
ness is admirably tender, with a 
quiet Irony buried under the usual 
reticence. It becomes warmly hu- 
man and peculiarly restrained in 
its ending. The dialogue is sim- 
ple and freshly minted. 

The Intrigue of Mr. Yamamo- 
to" by R. H. Linn, in which the 
author selects a difficult method 
of presentation; successfully avoids 
the obvious faults that lie in wait. 
The style is artifical, at times 
even forced. However, the charac- 



terization is so deft, the irony so 
neat, that the deception is easily 
forgiven. Another story of a dis- 
tinctly artificial nature is "A Pas- 
senger from Bali" by Ellis St. 
Joseph. Again we forgive, for here 
is a character in circumstances 
that whets our keenest interest, 
even if the tale sometimes ap- 
proaches Munchausen. 

The 1 selection of the above for 
special mention is not meant as 
disapproval of other stories in the 
volume. They are uniformly good, 
for example: "The Man Who Won 
the War" by Robert Buckner; "A 
Pool About A Horse" by William 
Faulkner, showing his marvelous 
technic of telling a tale based on 
the supposed memory of an eye- 
witness, plus the rhythm and 
color of folk speech; "Titty's Dead 
and Tatty Weeps" by Ursula Mac- 
Dougall, an interesting story In 
the 'stream of consciousness' 
manner; and "Second Wife" by' 
Henry Harrison Kroll, a direct 
narrative in dialect. 

The book as a whole is directly 



interesting and satisfying. With 
such qualities, little more need be 
added other than that it is a 
worthwhile book, showing a slight 
trend towards the beginning of a 
full story in short form, or the 
'novella' as the desired style is 
called. There can be seen, in Mr. 
O'Brien's foreword, in his arrange- 
ments particularly, the yearning 
to return to the simple story that 
can be enjoyed for its own sake, 
and to leave behind the complex 
characters who march over a few 
pages and then leave us wonder- 
ing what it is all about. Not that 
technic, unusual treatment, origin- 
al style cannot put across a sketch 
completely repudiating this trend; 
and with the tolerance of the 
master, O'Brien includes such 
work. But his heart is in the 
other, and we agree with him. 



When Josephine Johnson, whose 
poignantly beautiful and seclud- 
ed "Now in November" won the 
Pulitzer Prize for its year, turns 
to social injustice for her theme, 
as she now does in "Jordans- 
town," one cannot but feel there is 
something wrong with the pic- 
ture. In Jordanstown," a young 
man,- once one of the wealthy, 
makes the cause of the underpri- 
vileged his own. His newspaper 
he turns into a battle sheet, and 
together with his friend, a fantic- 
al street-corner orator, he be- 
comes a major irritation to the 
respectable of the town. Inevitab- 
ly the two men are defeated, and 
their ideail Of a true brother- 
hood of man goes for nothing. 
This is a theme that demands a 
pen barbed with irony; and no 
matter how truly Miss Johnson 
voices her own idealism in this 
work, her writing would make a 
dump-heap a place of ethereal 
charm. 

It may surprise many of us 
when we are reminded that there 
was during 1918 an American ex- 
pedition into Siberia to help hold 
that vast expanse of the crumbling 
Russian empire, that there many 
American lives were lost (some say 
to Russians and Japanese, their 
supposed allies), and that the 
survivors struggled home long 
after the Armistice was signed. 
This ill-fated expedition is the 
core of Archie Binns' "The 
Laurels Are Cut Down," which 
tells of the lives of two brothers 
from the woods near Puget Sound. 
In this 332-page novel there Is 
material for a trilogy— a book of 
the American frontier, one of the 
nightmare horror that was Siberia, 
and one of the disheartening re- 
turn to a life from when all land- 
marks are swept away. 

The war makes itself felt again 
in "Three Comrades" by Erich 
Maria Remarque. In this third of 
his novels, the lads who went 
from school to the trenches of 
"All Quiet on the Western Front" 
have grown up. They have lost 
the ardor which made them strug- 
gle to preserve the Fatherland; 
and they seek with speeding and

Demonstration Plots 
Bring Cash Income 

Approximately 200 woodland 
demonstration plots, varying in 
size from i to 5 acres, have been 
established on farms of co-opera- 
tors in demonstration and CCC 
camp areas in Virginia, according 
to H. Y. Forsythe, Soil Conserva- 
tion Service forester. 

These woodland aemonstratidns 
are designed to show the value of 
farm woods in helping tolcontrol 
erosion, to encourage farmers co- 
operating with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service to take advantage of 
their opportunity to derive a 
larger income from 
and to put these portions of the 
farms under satisfactory manage- 
ment. 

Forsythe estimates that farm 
woods in Virginia are producing 
only about a third of the timber 
which would be produced if they 
were properly cared for and in- 
tensively developed. Over-grazing, 
recurrent forest fires, and clear 
cutting of merchantable timber 
have reduced cash income and the 
value of the woodland in control- 
ling erosion, he said.

IT has been said that in photog- 
raphy "an artlstlo picture Is a 
thing beautifully photographed, 
rather than a beautiful thing photo- 
graphed." 

Essentially true, but regardless of 
subject, It can't be done unless ths 
photographer can perceive some 
beauty In the "thing." The "thing" 
may be Just a piece of rope, a 
cracker barrel or an old shoe, but in 
certain surroundings and portrayed 
under the effect of the right light- 
ing. It may truly reveal beauty and 
make an artistic picture. 

There Is no rule of photography 
for discovering beauty nor any fixed 
criterion of what is artistic. Funda- 
mentally, it's "every man for him- 
self" in thdse respects, but there are 
certain sound admonitions that must 
be obeyed If you wish to make a pic- 
ture that will be generally acclaimed 
as artistic, unless, of course, you pre- 
fer to Join the fancy-free surrealist 
school of art and take your chances. 
Rriefly, these admonitions are as 
follows: 

1. Provide every picture with a 
single, dominant idea that will 
easily be comprehended by anyone 
to whom the picture is shown. The 
Idea should be expressed by a prin- 
cipal object. Avoid divided interest. 
Kxclude elements that distract at- 
tention from the principal ono. 

2. See that the settlngTls' in har- 
mony with the principal subject and 
surrounds it with an atmosphere 
that contributes to emphasizing the 
main idea, or at least does not de- 
tract from it. 

S. Work for well-balanced com- 
position in your view-finder before 
you lot (he picture through ynur 
'ens. Com rally the dominant sub- 
ject should not be in the center. Ex- 
periment with your viewpoint. 

4. Bludy the light and shadow- 
arras. Observe their relation to the 
principal subject. Consider the 
strength and sharpness of the

For the benefit of the large 
number of members attending the 
Milwaukee convention, Miss Fos- 
ter arranged an unusual display 
of photographs of famous bells 
which still ring out in the Old 
Dominion. These include the bell 
which was used at Mount Ver- 
non to call George Washington's 
farm hands to their meals; the 
Liberty Bell from old St. John's 
Episcopal Church, Richmond; the 
bell from the Merrimac, which 
fought the Monitor, the first bat- 
tle of ironclad vessels, and other 
ships' bells; the rare collection of 
44 small bells recently presented 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts 
by Mrs. John Kerr Branch as a 
memorial to her husband, and old 
fire alarm bells. 

For use i nthe schools, the Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis Association is 
preparing a special study of bells. 
Officers of the organization ex- 
plained that in addition to its re- 
lation to the Christmas Seal, it 
will offer rich material for the de- 
velopment of the hobby of bell 
collecting. 

"For centuries and in all coun- 
tries, bells have been the harbing- 
consin, "and Virginia has a wealth 
grateful to any Virginian who will 
tell us about anl historic, unusual 
or antique bells, so they may be 
included in the study we are pre- 
paring for the schools before the 
Seal Sale starts this fall." Com- 
munications should be addressed 
to the Virginia Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, Atlantic Life Building, 
Richmond.

Americans planned and wrote an 

historic document that stands as 

one of the high lights of human 

achievement. 

It sounded a new note in govern- 
ment. It made government of the 
people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple practical and lasting. It became 
the inspiration and the model of 
democratic governments throughout 
the world. 

It was the Constitution of the 
United States. 

In this and succeeding articles 
will be told each week the story of 
how, on the same dates of 150 years 
ago. those fifty-five men wrought 
through a sweltering Philadelphia 
summer, to give the American ideal 
of freedom both reality and per- 
manence. 

The Convention that wrote our 
Constitution opened formally on 
May 25. 1787, at Philadelphia. In the 
historic structure already famous as 
the birthplace of the Declaration of 
Independence. Its purpose was to 
achieve a more practical form of 
union than was provided under' the 
Articles of Confederation, which had 
proved so inadequate as to be called 
"a rope of sand." 

To many contemporary observers 
that opening session seemed rela- 
tively unimportant. But later his- 
torians learned to acknowledge It as 
one of the most significant sessions 
of the entire summer. For on that 
date the Convention chose George 
Washington as Its presiding officer. 
Although his voice was seldom heard 
thereafter In debate, Into the final 
product of that Convention, the 
American Constitution, was woven 
much of the strength and grandeur 
of his character. 

Realizing, but undaunted by, the 
difficulties ahead, Washington faced 
a soMters simple faith 
courage.

During those first days, too— on 
May 29— the Convention received 
two plans which contained many of 
the fundamental principles finally 
Incorporated In the Constitution. 
They were significant proposals— for 
they emphasized 
the idea of gov- 
ernment by the 
people. 

One was the 
"Virginia Plan." 
Introduced by 
Edmund Ran- 
dolph, Governor 
of that state, 
though largely 
developed by 
James Madison, 
feature was its proposal of a National 
Legislature in which the people 
should be represented, rather than 
the separate states. 

Its basic principle was probably 
best expressed by Madison when he 
wrote: "The genius of republican 
liberty seems to demand . . . that 
all power should be derived from 
the people." 

It proposed too, a National Execu- 
tive and a National Judiciary. 

All these proposals were new and 
at variance with the Articles of 
Confederation under which the new 
nation had lived since the close of 
the Revolution. 

The second plan came from an- 
other Southerner,' youthful Charles 
Pinckney, of South Carolina. Similar 
in general principles to the Ran- 
dolph Plan, It. was more specific 
In detailed provisions. 

It was, however, the famous Vir- 
ginia Plan which formed the basis 
of the early debates. What was said 
in those debates and how from them 
developed the Constitution under 
wbteh our nation has risen to great-

4-H DAIRY TEAM 
TO ENTER SHOW 



Demonstration Unit from 
State Will Compete at Na- 
tional Dairy Show. 



— For the first time in 4-H- -club 
work a dairy demonstration "team 
from each state will have its way 
paid to the National Dairy Show, 
which this year is to be held in 
Columbus. Ohio, October 9-16. The 
trips are for the teams winning 
on demonstrations in breeding, 
growing, feeding, fitting and judg- 
ing of dairy cattle and the pro-, 
per handling of milk and cream on 
the farm. 

The contest is open to all dairy 
club members and conducted from 
start to finish by extension lead- 
ers. It provides for county elim- 
ination contests, the winning 
teams to compete for state honors. 
Each member of the' winning 
county team rfceives a special 
gold medal and the members of 
the runner-up team receive sterl- 
ing* silver medals. The demon- 
strations are to be conducted for 
the benefit of the public as well 
as 4-H'ers. 

At Columbus the state teams 
will complete first to determine 
sectional winners. Each member 
of the winning sectional team will 
receive a $250 college scholarship. 
The four sectional victors will 
then compete for national honors 
and each of the two members of 
the highest rating team will re- 
ceive an additional $150 scholar- 
ship, making $2,300 in scholar- 
ships, which are provided with all 
other prizes by the Kraft-Phenix 
Cheese Corporation of Chicago as 
an aid to the 4-H dairy program. 



A&sotfrftf Federal Savings 
Loan Companies Show Sub- 
stantial Increase. 

Reports of ths Federal Savings 
and Loan Associations in Virginia 
received this week by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board show that 
home construction continues at 

a fast upswing in this state. 

Loans for construction, pur- 
chase, reconditioning and re- 
financing of residential dwellings 
in Virginia, made by 19 of the 21 
Federal associations, increased 
sharply during the past twelve 
months, the reports reveal. Two of 
the associations are new and are 
not included in the survey. 
Loans Increase 

"Direct reduction" loans jump- 
ed from $6,144,492 on May 1. 1936 
to $8,196,728 on May 1 this year, 
an increase of $2,052,236. A direct 
reduction loan is one in which 
the face value of the mortgage is 
continually reduced by easy 
monthly payments like rent until 
the borrower owns his home free 
of debt. 

Assets of these associations like- 
wise increased substantially dur- 
ing the twelve month period, ris- 
ing from $7,829,059 a year ago to 
$10,167,088 this month, or $2.- 
338.029 in new asets. 

Nineteen Associations 

The nineteen associations stat- 
edthat savings invested in their 
institutions increased $806,778 
during the year. Savings of in- 
vestors in all Federal and in 
many state chartered associations 
in the United States are protect- 
ed through insurance up to $5,000 
on each acount by the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. 

Twelve of the twenty-one Fed- 
erals in Virginia have put into ef- 
fect a more liberal lending and in- 
vesting policy through the adop- 
tion of a revised charter. This 
charter has already been applied 
for by 63 per cent of the Federal 
associations in the country and 
applications for it from other Fed- 
erals in Virginia are pending with 
the Federal Home Loan Bank 
System.

Care in Planting 

PLANTING and the immediate 
* preliminaries to planting demand 
care as the first step toward a suc- 
cessful garden. 

Though soil may be rich, a gar- 
dener will have indifferent success 
if he does not prepare it thoroughly 
The ground should be worked deeply 
■nd the top three or four inches 
should be made as Ane and loose as 
possible. And the best time to whip 
the weed enemy is while the soil is 
being prepared, using rake, and hoe. 

A primary consideration in plant- 
ing is to have the soil favorably 
moist, that is, damp but not wet. If 
circumstances demand that you 
plant when the ground is dry. mois- 
ten trenches or drills before drop- 
ping the seed, using enough water 
to wet the soil, but not enough to 
cause caking. 

Tq^etain moisture after plant- 
ing, cover seeds with fine earth and 
press down firmly In small gardens, 
the firming may be done by laying 
a board over the row and walking 
on it. Some have found it a back- 
saving practice to cover medium- 
sized seed by drawing a broom over 
the top of the rows, pulling the dirt 
onto the seed. 

Consider temperature at the time 
of planting. Too high a temperature 
is often as detrimental to seed ger- 
mination as one too low Generally, 
a temperature between 63 and "5 
degrees is most favorable. 

Depth of planting is important 
and it varies, of course, with lifter- 
f.-nt seeds. Generally, 3ceds approxi- 
mately the size of turnip seed should 
be covered not more than half an 
inch. Larger seeds, such as i>ea3, 
beans and corn may be planted one 
to two and one-half inches deep. 

Soil must be loose so that stems 
of i iii'ings can push through anil 
lvots will be able to find plant food. 
Fine seed must not be planted when 
the ground is wet. Where a heavy 
ciust does form, however, it may 
lometimei be broken sufficiently to 
let secJlings through by gently 
pricking the soil with a rake. 

There are times when weather 
I conditions rendei it im nouj ole fpr 
1 seedlings to survive. In such" casfj," 
I replanting is the only recourse.

Health Notes 



Sunbathing 

"Perhaps there is no more 
striking example of working a 
good thing to death than the un- 
due affection that thousands of 
persons display during the sum- 
mer months toward the direct rays 
of the sun. Under a misguided 
conception of the sun's health 
giving power, such persons either 
deliberately or thoughtlessly sub- 
mit their unprotected faces, backs 
and legs to over-exposure and 
suffer painfully, sometimes seri- 
ously, as a consequence," states 
Dr. I. C. Rlggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"The discomfort and annoyance 
of even mild sunburn should de- 
ter people from repeating this 
folly from year to year. However, 
especially where younger persons 
are concerned, the enthusiasm for 
fun and the desire to become 
speedily tanned are likely to ex- 
act the inevitable price with pain- 
ful regularity. 

"It is one thing to apply the 
principles of heliotherapy (sun 
treatment) scientifically and 
quite another one to place the 
tender skin unrestrainedly under 
the direct rays of the sun. It 
should be understood that when 
the sun is employed therapeuti- 
cally, patients are exposed for but 
a few minutes at a time, the 
periods being gradually extended 
as the tanning of pigmentation 
develops. 

'The uninformed and thought- 
less, on the other hand, give the 
sun free rein, submit themselves 
frequently to hours of continuous 
exposure and naturally reap 
misery ,and illness as a J direct 
consequence. 

"It follows that the prudent 
person will dilute his enthusiasm 
for the summer sun with the re- 
spect it demands. Health will be 
maintained by such an attitude, 
and even may be augmented. In- 
deed, it cannot be emphasized too 
strongly that whether the sun is 
fooinK scientifically applied at a 
sanatorium or whether it is be- 
ing merely at seashore, mountain 
or camp, il is t.he same sun — and 
it must be handled with care. 

Consequently, before becoming 
too aidrnt over-sunbathing, one 
would do well to ponder that 
many a vacation or week-end ex- 



cursion has been ruined solely be- 
cause the blistering and Illness- 
producing power of the sun's rays 
upon the tender skin was insuffici- 
ently appreciated; and then 
should govern himself according- 
ly" 



Army Clothing Put 
To Peace-time Use 

The National Youth Adminis- 
tration in Virginia will put U. S. 
Army uniforms, made for soldiers 
twenty years ago, to a novel 
peacetime use— clothes for little 
girls and boys. 

A total of 200 short army coats, 
or blouses, of lightweight khaki 
drill, have been sent to 11 coun- 
ties in Virginia to be distributed 
to NYA homemaklng centers 
where girls will transform them 
Into such garments as jackets, 
trousers, jumpers, work aprons, 
and sun suits. The garments will 
be given to needy families— es- 
pecially school children and those 
in nursery schools. 

T. Edwin Burke, deputy State 
NYA director, said that other 
counties will be supplied with 
coats until present supply of 1,000 
is exhausted. Counties already 
supplied are Roanoke, Tazewell. 
Madison, Montgomery, Wise, Rus- 
sell, Giles, Dickson. Franklin, 
Rockbridge, and Washington. 
Richmond. Powhatan, and Cum- 
berland will get an allotment 
within the next few days, he said. 

Stored for a score of years in 
an airtight warehouse in Wash- 
ington, the coats are in perfect 
shape. Prances Sanders, NYA Con- 
sultant on girls' work, has pre- 
pared patterns which will guide 
the girl homemakers in remodel- 
ing them. The government sup- 
plied the coats free of charge — 
there are no trousers — and the 
NYA will supplement with cot- 
ton print cloth, thread, buttons, 
and dye in older to make the 
uniform material go farther. After 
the first coats have been ex- 
perimented upon, sponsors in the 
communities will be expected to 
furnish the supplemental ma- 
terial. 



26,670 STUDENTS 
IN WPA PROGRAM 



Literacy and Naturalization 
Education Classes Attract 
Many in State.

An enrollment of 26,6670 pupils 
In the WPA Education Program of 
the Virginia State Department of 
Education during April was re- 
ported yesterday to William A. 
Smith, State Administrator, by J. 
L. B, Buck, Director of the Educa- 
tion program. 

The Buck report reveals that 
out of the total enrollees 11.452 
were male. 15.208 female, and 
that there were 531 teachers em- 
ployed. 

In the recently organised Fore- 
man Training Classes now being 
conducted throughout the state 
by WPA. 531 foremen and fore- 
women attended 25 classes during 
April under nine conference lead- 
ers. 

Many Literacy Classes 

The report further shows that 
there were 520 classes in literacy 
and naturalization education, 
taught by 266 teachers, with an 
enrollment of 8.341 pupils. Classes 
in public affairs education, taught 
by 5 teachers in 43 classes, have 
an enrollment of 3,236. 

In classes on ■ the subject de- 
signated as home-making educa- 
tion. 2,739 pupils were taught by 
63 teachers in 172 classes. 1,441 
pupils attended 99 classes in voca- 
tional education taught by 40 
teachers. There were 251 classes 
j involving the study of avocational 
and leisure time activities, with 
an enrollment during the month 
of 4,760 pupils. 

Third in popularity among 
students were the 187 classes 
taught by 67 teachers, designed to 
offer Instruction in other phases 
of adult education. In the ' 35 
nursery schools conducted under 
the WPA Education program, 
there were 919 small pupils taught 
by 67 teachers. 

A total of 3.645 persons attend- 
ed meetings other than regular 
classes during April, according to 
Mr. Buck's report.

Hints to Gardeners

Increasing Garden Yield 

TO increase yield from the vege 
table plot, the home gardener 
should grow ".combined cultures." 
Culture combination is especially 
recommended for those having lim- 
ited space for gardens. 

The theory is to plant in closely 
spaced adjacent rows vegetables 
that are harvested at widely differ- 
ent times, using one before the other 
begins to mature. One possible com- 
bination, for instance, is cauliflower, 
lettuce and radish. 

Plant cauliflower early in rows 
three feet apart. Between the cauli- 
flower rows plant lettuce, and be- 
tween the rows of lettuce and cauli- 
flower plant radish. Radishes are 
harvested early, then the lettuce and 
later the cauliflower.. Cabbages 
could be substituted for the cauli- 
flower and spinach for lettuce. 

Following are several other com- 
bined cultures recommended for the 
very small home garden : 

Plant carrots and parsnips in al- 
ternate rows two feet apart; be- 
tween the first two rows plant rad- 
ishes; between the second and third 
rows plant lettuce and between the 
third and fourth rows plant spinach. 
Then repeat the inter-row sequence 
— radish, lettuce, spinach — until 
sufficient of them is planted. 

Plant spinach < in rows two and 
one-half feet apart; between spin- 
ach rows grow e»r1y radishes in one 
or two rows. When the radishes 
have been pulled, set penper plants 
between spinach row... 'iney wilLbe 
given room in wMch to grow as 
spinach is cut for use. 

Plant Spinach in rows three feet 
apart, use beets between the spinach 
rows and radishes between the rows 
of beets and spinach. 

Plant onion seed early in rows 
„tw# and, «ne-**r* 1 ert* -apart; -an* 
at the same time plant lettuce in 
rows between those of onion. Radish 
seed may be sown between lettuce 
and onion rows. Lettuce and radish 
art harvested in time to five onions

First deaths from drowning to 
occur in Princess Anne County 
this season were reported on Mon- 
day morning, when two young 
Negro boys were drowned in 
Lynnhaven Inlet after their boat, 
carrying two additional passen- 
gers, capsized and spilled the 
youngsters into the swift and 
dangerous current. Junius Wil- 
liams, 9. and John Gordon, 11, 
both of Beechwood, were the vic- 
tims. 

The other two Negro boys man- 
aged to reach the shore, one by 
holding to a boat that a little girl 
is said to have pushed within his 
reach, and the other by swim- 
ming. The drownings occurred 
near the front of the perry cot- 
tage, on the east side of the inlet 
Just inside the Lesner Bridge. 

Skiff Capsises 

Coast Guardsmen from Cape 
Henry station, who answered the 
emergency call, said that the four 
boys were waiting for a fish boat 
to come in. While waiting, they 
amused themselves by digging out 
of the sand an old skiff washed up 
on shore in the storm of last 
September. The skiff, partly filled 
with sand, was shoved overboard, 
and the four boys jumped in. 

Sand, which had collected on 
one side of the rickety boat, cap- 
sized it, throwing all four occup- 
ants into the water. The two 
youngsters who drowned were seen 
splashing about in the water for 
a few minutes and then sank be- 
low the surface.

Last year's collection charge 
was $1,000, paid to M. J. Farrar, 
whose contract ended on June 1. 
Mr. Farrar's bid for the cbming 
year was said to be considerably 
in excess of the amount received 
during the term just closed. 

The request for the selection of 
a home demonstration agent, who 
would assist county women in or- 



ganizing a proper home routine, 
was first voiced at the regular 
meeting of the board on May 24, 
by Mrs. Edward H. Herbert, of 
Kempsville District, who acted as 
spokesman for the group.

The Virginia Ouide, major un- 
dertaking of the WPA Federal 
Writers' Project, will be ready for 
the press by mid-summer, it was 
announced yesterday by Eudora 
Ramsay Richardson, State Dir- 
ector. Material for the Ouide has 
been gathered by about fifty re- 
lief workers scattered throughout 
the state— for the most part 
writers, ex-newspaper men and 
women, former teachers of Eng- 
lish or History, and research 
writers. Coordination of the data 
is being accomplished by an edi- 
torial staff in Richmond. 

The Virginia Ouide will be ap- 
proximately 250-.000 words in 
length. It falls roughly into three 
major sections: essays descriptive 
of Virginia, carefully planned 
tours of the highways and byways 
of the state, and guides to the 
sixteen principal cities. Introduc- 
tory material will give to the 
tourist information concerning ac- 
commodations, transportation, re- 
creational areas, and traffic laws, 
and will include a calendar of an- 
nual events throughout Virginia. 

Historical Outline 

About a fourth of the book will 
be devoted to the essay section. 
Indians and archeology, an his- 
torical outline accompanied by an 
accurate chronology of epochal 
events, economic and social devl- 
opment— treating upon history, 
commerce, and labor, transporta- 
tion, agriculture, the Negro folk- 
lore, education, religion, and social 
life, sports and recreation, radio 
and newspapers, literature, the 
theatre, music, art, and architec- 
ture—are the principal groupings 
in which the essays will fall. The 
subjects are being treated in such 
a way as to enable the reader to 
get a picture of old and new Vir- 
ginia. 

The technical essays are being 
contributed by specialists in the 
several fields. Others of a more 
general nature are being written 
by the coordinating staff in the 
Richmond Office.

"unsafe," all but a bare handful 

have enjoyed a happy, carefree 

vacation without being subjected 

to unnecessary hazards in the 

surf. 

In the past five years, if me- 
mory serves us right, two or three 
drownings have cast their shadows 
over this resort community. Com- 
petent medical authorities diag- 
nosed all of these deaths as due 
to heart failure, but even these 
might have been eliminated if a 
few basic rules of caution had 
been followed. The past two-year 
period has produced no casualty 
In the water, a record seldom 
equalled in communities of simi- 
lar size, and one of which we are 
especially proud. 

"Virginia Beach hopes to con- 
tinue that record of no drownings 
during the present season. The 
life guards stationed on the beach 
"■will do everything within their 
power to keep tragedy away from 
the surf, but even their best ef- 
forts will be of little value unless 
the bathers are willing to follow 
a few rules generally accepted as 
the safest course of conduct for 
those who take to the water. 

Parents should be especially 
careful of their children, making 
certain that the youngsters do 
not go, on the beach unless ac- 
companied by a responsible adult. 
All too frequently, experience re- 
veals, children allowed to play on 
the beach have been unable to 
resist the lure of the Breakers and, 
though life guards are especially 
alert when children are about, 
tragedy often has followed the un- 
accompanied boy or girl who in- 
tended to do no more than a bit 
of wading. 

Venturing out beyond the line 
Of breakers by non -swimmers and 
those suffering from heart ail- 
ments or other functional dis- 
orders is equally hazardous. The 
whoopee-makers, made careless 
by constant imbiding of alcoholic 
mixtures, had best confine their 
locale to the safe sand, for the 
swimmer needs his complete set 
of wits to make his way back to 
the shore when he finds himself 
paddling about in the deep and 
swiftly-running currents that are 
encountered out beyond the usual 
line of bathers. 

We must caution against swim- 
ming too soon after eating, 
against over-exertion by those who 
used to cover great distances but 
who have been rendered less 
physically fit by a lack of proper 
exercise and we must caution 
against all forms and types of 
fboihardines and general careless- 
ness. After all, he who observes 
the rules of caution will live to 
swim another day and not risk 
the threat of an untimely end to 
both a summer vacation and a 
promising life.

short of tragedy to deny the full- 
est measure of support possible at 
this crucial time in the life of 
Virginia Beach. Civic progressive- 
ness demands the co-operation of 
each business interest functioning 
here with the Chamber of Com- 
merce. To deny that demand may 
react \ontrary. to the best inter- 
ests, not only of Virginia Beach, 
but of (jts jnany parts. 

The assessments asked by the 
organization are reasonable in the 
extreme. Not to co-operate with its 
program is to overlook a very real 
duty which falls upon every bus- 
iness and hotel located here. We 
cannot shift our burdens to others, 
we cannot expect George or John 
to do a job that we must recognize 
as our very own. 

Virginia Beach stands upon the 
threshold of a broad era of de- 
velopment and prosperity. The 
town's sole promotion unit can 
add to that growth to the extent 
that you support its efforts and 
cooperate with its ambitions. If 
such you believe to be true, you 
will sign on the line when the 
membership application is pre- 
sented.

A NOTE ON ANNEXATION 

Within the next year, if our in- 
formation is correct, a definite, 
determined move will be made to 
annex to Virginia Beach the de- 
veloping territory lying between 
Avenue C. the Town's northern- 
most boundary, and Fort Story. 
The opposition that confronted 
the last such proposal is largely 
dissipated, and the possibility of 
prompt success looms brightly on 
the horizon. 

And so it should, for this im- 
mediate section is so closely al- 
lied with the interests of the 
town and so completely separated 
from the interests of rural Prin- 
cess Anne County as to make the 
step not. only a desirable one, but 
one upon which hinges the ques- 
tion of the continued progressive 
development of the locality. With- 
out wishing, at .this time to pre- 
sent all of our reasons for urging 
such a move, we do assert that 
the Beach— northern portion as 
well as that now officially in the 
town limits— stands to gain im- 
measurably from the coalition and 
a pooling of common interests 
that not even an arbitrary 
boundary may deny today. 

That the status of this com- 
munity would be improved— Vir- 
ginia Beach would then be a city 
of the second class— is beyond 
question. Aided by a proper plan- 
ning program, already begun 
trtrough the medium Of the plan- 
ning commission's zoning law, 
there is the possibility of a real 
residential development and, of 
course, a continuance of the hotel 
growth which now appears ready 
for • definite spurt forward. The 
probable efect on local politics 
also suggests something in the na-

INDIVIDUAL AND THE COMMUNITY 



The text of today's little sermon is taken from an observation 
made to the Town Council at Tuesday's special meeting by Bill Dunn. 
If we were to have our way, we'd print that observation in letters not 
less than one foot high and place it where all who come to argue 
their individual actions might see. 

"In these councilmanic discussions," he said, "has anyone ever 
given any thought to the good of Virginia Beach or proposed any mea- 
sure other than that designed to advance his own selfish interests?" 



We do not mean to imply that every action taken by the Council 
or proposed by the citizens is motivated by purely selfish ambition, 
but we do assert that such is the background of a definite majority 
of all proposals tossed into the legislative hamper. The meat in every 
legislative argument, as such is revealed in the general discussions, is 
not "how much good this will do the community," but, rather, "how 
will this affect me and my friends?" Often, indeed, that very ques- 
tion bobs up. offered without apology and answered in such a way as 
to indicate the interest of the person making the response. 

It would be difficult to visualize any deliberative body of ordinary 
humans doing otherwise, perhaps, but we are idealistic enough to be- 
lieve that by striving for the general good we walk a path which will 
result in the greatest good for the greatest number. True, the pro- 
fits from such a course may not be as great as those derived from 
purely selfish effort, but the community and, consequently, a volume 
of individuals gam from such a practice and leave no dark-brown 
taste in the mouths of those who make the Beach what it is.

The case of bicycle-riding on the walkway is an example of our 
contention. When first proposed, the concrete stretch was argued 
simply as a walkway f or Beachv^siiersra promenade at the water's 
edge which would lend a truly big Attraction to vacation opportuni- 
ties here. It never was designed as a speedway, where strollers must 
run the gauntlet of physical injury and, mental torment. Yet, such 
it has become in recent ye^rs. 

We admit that a certain proportion of our visitors approve of 
oicycle-riding over this two and one-half mile course. If they didn't, 
there would be no for-hire stands and no controversy. But, we con- 
tend, for every person using the walkway as a speed ground, there 
are not less than one hundred who prefer to regard it as a promen- 
ade, where they may stroll without keeping a weather eye out for en- 
thusiastic speedsters and wandering amateurs who, often without pro- 
vocation, run down the innocent stroller. 

But, to protect the limited investment of the bicycle operators— 
who never were authorized specifically to vend their wares on the 
walkway— the restrictions on riding on the boardwalk between the 
hours of four and seven o'clock in the afternoon have been repealed, 
and— again— we have our speedway. We do not censure the opera- 
tors particularly for pressing their case before the Council, but we do 
object to the subsequent action as contrary to the best interests of the 
greatest number of visitors. 

As a cor ecu nee of the lifting of the restrictions on late after- 
noon riding, strollers had best look to their safety. The operators 
are assured of another extensive profit during the season — one such 
individual is reported to have cleared $5,000 last year— and the local 
physicians will have their usual number of emergency calls to take 
care of broken legs, bruised shins and other similar ailments. 

One doctor, it might be said in passing, admitted that last sum- 
mer he treated more persons for injuries sustained from collisions 
with bicycle.' than he did in two years for injuries developed as a 
result of autc mobile accidents!

Similar pleas are constantly being made by this or that business 
organization to restrict competition and to establish a local mono- 
poly for the''- own interests. Many of these pkas are not without 
merit, for we are ready to admit that the local merchant deserves a 
measure of protection against those on the outside who flock in here 
during thriving periods and, without the expense borne by the local 
merchant, undersell him and so curtail his hopes for profit'. 

Howeve , in leturn for such protection, the local merchant must 
be willing to assume his just burden of the costs entailed in attract- 
ing visitors and additional residents to Virginia Beach. If he fails to 
assume this responsibility, he is no more worthy of protection than 
the man from the outside, for he, too, is evading an obligation which 
the very fact of residence does not eliminate. 



And that evasion of a proper duty is a sore subject with us. 
Many of the local merchants, every one of whom benefits from the 
constantly increasing influx of persons into Virginia Beach, have been 
and continue to be unwilling to share in the expense of operating the 
local agency charged with the proper advertising and development of 
the Beach. Others, who contribute a small sum, often grudgingly, 
are likewise evading a real duty, for not one of them would be willing 
to continue here if the patronage were to stop and dwindle away to 
nothing. The Golden Rule wasn't promulgated strictly for business, 
but it would be well for business to ponder its message before asking 
for special concessions which business is unwilling to make on the 
other side of the ledger. 



Thus, because the necessary sewage disposal plant means little 
in the way of tangible profit for any individual, little interest in its 
development is shown by other than a mere handful of public-spirited 
and civic-minded persons. Improved roads and sidewalks are urged, 
not because of their value to the visitor, but because "such-and- 
such" lives on the street under discussion. This»measure is advocat- 
ed because it gives promise of individual profit. Another measure is 
fought because it suggests a limiting of profit, however great its re- 
turn in the way of community improvement. 

We hold no brief for the evangelist or the reformer, per se, but 
we would appreciate a bit more interest in the community as a com- 
munity and lss interest in the community as a place where a "killing" 
may be made at the expense of our visitors. A longer vision is needed, 
the ability to project ourselves disinterestedly into the future where 
we may see that the proper development of this locale must mean the 
proper development of our individual interests if such merit general 
support. 

The theory of cooperation for the achievement of an ideal situa- 
tion is old as the hills. The practice of such a happy state is a rarity 
in any and all fields of human endeavor, in spite of the valuable 
results which have been achieved when essayed. Why this should be 
is a question for the philosopers, for neither rhyme nor reason can ex- 
plain it. 



The individual is all too quick to press for his share of rewards 
accruing to him for his support of the state or community. Seldom 
is he eager to return to the community a just share of the profits 
which is rightly due for the protection secured and the advantages 
made possible because of the existence of the community. To receive, 
it seems, is a pleasure; to give is a burden, however just may be the 
cause for giving. 

In conclusion, we have no thought but to reiterate our conten- 
tion that those efforts made in behalf of the community must react 
to the good of the individual, for the town cannot grow without 
causing a subsequent growth of all of its parts. To work first for the 
good of the Individual, often at (he expense of the town, may work 
to the harm of the larger group and finally, to the harm of the In- 
dividual. History is full of such Instances, and our dally life will re- 
veal a thousand others. 



The past week has brought the 
bitterest industrial strife of the 
year-old struggle for supremacy 
between CIO and A. F. of L. The 
obnoxious sit-downs, prolonged as 
they were, did not cause the 
bloodshed of the single day's riot- 
ing Sunday, when six were killed 
at the South Chicago Republic 
Steel plant. John L. Lewis won 
easily with Carnegie-Illinois, larg- 
est unit of United States Steel and 
the largest independent, Jones 
and Laughlin, capitulated without 
a struggle. In the latter case a su- 
pervised election conducted under 
the auspices of the National Labor 
Relations Board showed the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
to have 17,000 adherents out of 
the company's total payroll of 27,- 
000. The drives on Republic Steel, 
in plants at South Chicago, 
Youngstown and Warren, O.. and 
Buffalo, N. Y., have presented a 
different picture. The manage- 
ment of Republic is coldly hostile 
to Lewis. It has so far refused to 
arbitrate. It continues to operate 
as best it may. To make their 
strike effective and force the 
plant to suspend operations CIO 
has adopted 4 'the technique of 
seige, confiscation, mob violence 
and every other weapon in the 
armor of unionized banditiy. The 
results are bloodshed and death, 
disregard of property and life and 
utter contempt for the restraints 
of law. It was as if Lewis and his 
underlords had taken the Supreme 
Count sanction of the Wagner Act 
as carte blanche to get what they 
want the quickest way and at any 
cost. 

Reading the record of this acid 
internecine labor union warfare, 
which the present discord is, even 
more than a labor-capital dispute, 
we cannot help but think the 
NLRB is falling to live up to the 
purpose for which it was created 
and the usefulness which the 
country had some night to expect 
it would exhibit. Without arguing 
the merits of CIO demands, we 
can single out a few uncontested 
facts. One of these is that 
wage earners wish to work un- 
molested by rival union organiza- 
tions and now have no protection 
in their assumed right to live and 
labor. Another is that without 
something approximating an in- 
dustrial election there is no way 
to discern which faction is in the 
majority. The CIO naturally 
claims itself in the majority in 
every case. Some hostile indus- 
trialists just do dogmatically and 
as ignorantly insist they are in 
the minority. 

Why cannot the NLRBtabacked 
up with the Wagner Act, whose 
dictates it is formed to carry out, 
assume a more aggressive role in 
the arbitration of these disputes? 
Why cannot it step into a troubled 
area and appeal to both manage- 
ment and labor to lay aside dif- 
ferences long enough to settle the 
basic question, that of which fac- 
tion is rightfully entitled to be the 
bargaining agent, since the right 
of the majority to bargain and be 
bargained with has already been 
settled indisputably by the court 
of last resort? Admitting the dif- 
ficulties of the present intra-labor 
warfare, a situation in which the 
invaders claim territory before it 
is conclusively or fairly won, it 
would seem that at least the Labor 
Board could bestir itself to more 
constructive endeavors. Is it too 
fanciful to suggest that in the 
future when CIO drives impend 
on textiles, communications or 
other mass industries that the 
NLRB step In and exercise its con- 



stitutionally delegated prerogative 
to arbitrate for the lasting good 
of all concerned, and get to the 
scene before the tragedies of the 
steel war have repeated them- 
selves?— Franklin Tidewater News. 



LIQUOR LAWLESSNESS

Adoption of the eighteen' 
amendment and enactment of the 
Volstead law did not settle the 
liquor question. Nor did repeal Of 
the amendment and abandonment 
of the policy of Federal enforce- 
ment solve the problems growing 
out of man's craving for alcoholic 
stimulants and government's ef- 
forts to supply the demand under 
law and regulations. The Bristol 
Herald-Courier, regarded as a 
consistent supporter of the policy 
of prohibition, admitting that 
while it may be true that condi- 
tions in Virginia may not be as 
bad as they were under prohibi- 
tion says: 

There was a great deal of moon- 
shining and bootlegging under 
prohibition. But liquor lawlessness 
continues under the wet regime 
when it was supposed practically 
to disappear, there is more drunk- 
enness instead of less, and If 
there has been any change in the 
crime situation generally it has 
been in the direction of an in- 
crease instead of a decrease. 
About all that remains of the pre- 
repeal picture painted by the re- 
pealists is the revenue which the 
State derives from its liquor 
monopoly. 

It seems to us that in the last 
sentence of the foregoing para- 
graph there is more than is super- 
ficially apparent. The demand for 
liquor now supplied by ABC-storaS-.^ 
under the present system was! met . 
by bootleggers under prohibition. 
Men did not quit drinking liquor 
because its manufacture and sale 
were made unlawful. The supply 
furnished by moonshiners and 
bootleggers was constant and am- 
ple, and after the first year or~"V 
two under the "dry" regime prices 
e~ standardized at moderate 

gures. If 1 , It be true ihat more 
iquor is being consumed now than 
during prohibition we should say 
that the difference is largely re- 
presented by the product of the 
moonshiner, distributed by the^^,-, 
bootlegger. We are assured irottf* 
official sources that the amount 
of illicit liquor sold in Virginia is 
steadily decreasing. This means 
decreaseef consumption of the 
stuff, and may account in part 
for increased sales of the ABC 
stores. 

The State should not establish 
and operate a system of liquor 
control for the purpose of mak- 
ing money, but a system of State 
control, yielding some millions of 
dollars annually in revenue, must 
be preferable to the prohibition 
system under which the traffic in 
liquor was measurably as great in 
volume as under State control and 
not only yielded no State revenue, 
but enriched a dangerous criminal 
class.— Petersburg Progress-Index,

BEFORE I FORGET. By Barton 
Rascoe. DoaMeday, Doran. 442 
pp. $3.00.

The stockyards and the arts 
flourished side by side in the Chi- 
cago of the 19-teens. And the 
literary renascence of this decade 
was as implacably assailed by the 
Eastern critics as the lowing kine 
by the butcher's axe. Chicago was 
an exciting place in which to live 
In the days of this war and after. 
The dynamic Walter Howey— 
fronvwhom Hecht and Mac Arthur 
drew their portrait of hardboiled 
Walter Burns in the moving pic- 
ture, "The Front Page" — was city 
editor of Chicago's largest news- 
paper. Bert Leston Taylor was 
writing his famous column, "A 
Line 'o Type or Two;" Flnley 
Peter Dunne contributed a Mr. 
Dooley story every week; Ring 
Lardner was filling ythe sports 
columns. 

The controversy over "Jurgen" 
raged. A fusillade of criticism— 
principally the Eastern writers- 
enfiladed Mr. Cabell's novel when 
it was published. Several Mid- 
West critics returned the fire 
hotly. The book was suppressed, 
then triumphantly acquitted of 
obscenity two years later in a 
court trial. At the same time, 
significant writers -Sinclair Lewis, 
Carl Sandburg, Sherwood Ander- 
son — were publishing their first 
works and gathering In Chicago 
to exchange ideas. 

This is the tuibulent scene of 
much of Burton Rascoe's book of 
memoirs. "Before I Forget." As 
reporter, feature writer, and final- 
ly literary editor of the Chicago 
Tribune, he played an important 
part in this literary renascence. 
He fought for Cabelljs work— 
"Jurgen" was dedicated to him—, 
defended Sandburg and Anderson, 
and bombarded the New York re- 
viewers who were attempting to 
hl-jack this vital, new literature 
of the Middle West. 

But "Before I Forget" is also a 
vigorous, frank life story. That 
combination of easy scholarship 
and lively writing which makes all 
of Rascoe's wotk good reading is 
clearly foreshadowed by his high 
school days in Shawnee, Okla- 
homa. He burned enough energy 
to fuel the nerve* of three ordin- 
ary mortals. He learned Greek and 
French from a waiter in a restaur- 
ant; he read Homer, Aristotle, 
Dante, Voltaire as well as Shaw 
and Ibsen. All this was in his 
spare moments, for he was edi- 
torial writer and reporter for his 
local paper, assistant in the town 
library, and capped these more 
serious activities by a round of 
high school offices which includ- 
ed captaining the football and 
baseball teams*- editing the An- 
nual, and acting in dramatic pro- 
ductions. \ 

This portion of Roscoe's auto- 
biography is likewise enriched by 
vivid portraits of the boy's family 
and friends. His father, who had 



won a wife in gallant fashion de- 
spite the efforts of her wealthy 
parents, was one of those large 
hearted, natural, arresting per- 
sonalities — he reminds one strik 
ingly. though only by general sug- 
gestion, of the tremendous Pere 
Gant in Thomas Wolfe's "Of Time 
and the River." The girls whom 
young Rascoe met and fell in love 
with as he pushed out the peri- 
phery of his adolescent world are 
also pictured. Apart from its signi 
ficance as the life chronicle of 
one of our stormiest petrels of 
contemporary letters, "Before I 
Forget" encloses an alert, under 
standing narrative of an intellig 
ent boy's growth through adoles 
cence to -maturity. 

After graduation fiom high 
school, Burton Rascoe entered the 
University of Chicago, where he 
spent two years crammed with ex- 
perience. He supported himself 
by reporting, and when formal 
education lost its appeal for him, 
he got a full-time job in the city 
room. He worked hard and well; 
as the years passed all sorts of 
extra assignments were added to 
his duties. His career with the 
Tribune was climaxed when he 
was made literary editor. This 
portion of Burton Rascoe's auto- 
biography sparkles with char- 
acterizations and anecdotes of 
many of his interesting young as- 
sociates and friends who were 
soon to become famous men of let- 
ters. 

But this vivid and various life 
of his Chicago came to an abrupt 
end when an inadvertently flip- 
pant reference to Christian 
Science lost him his job. It is here 
that Burton Rascoe's memoirs 
stop. In the last seventeen years, 
however, he has continued with 
undiminished fire his literary 
Joust ings and his associations with 
the leading writers of our time. It 
is to be hoped that "Before I For- 
get" will be brought up to date 
with a sequel. There will be many 
who will enjoy it.

Seed Treatment Methods 



SEED treatment is resorted to for 
two reasons: To hasten ger- 
mination and to combat certain dis- 
eases. . r 

Seeds the home gardener has oc- 
casion to treat are comparatively 
few, and the subject of flower and 
vegetable seed treatment may be 
completely, though briefly, covered 
here. 

For More Rapid Germination i 

Chip or nick the seed coat of the 
following flower seeds: Lathryus 

J Perennial Sweet Pea), the Lupins, 
[oonflower, all Morning Glories, 
and annual Sweet Peas Be careful 
to chip only the seed coat, for the in. 
terior of the seed must not be dam- 
aged. 

Remove the tough outer shell of 
Abronia (Sand Verbena), Castor 
Bean, Nasturtium and Momordica 

Soak in water for 12 hours the 
following flower seeds: Canna, Job'; 
Tears, Sweet Pea, Perennial Sweet 
Pea, all Morning Glories, and Mo- 
mordica. 

Seeds of Asparagus, a vegetable 
grown by some as a decorative 
plant, should be soaked in watei for 
24 hours. Chip or nick Okra seed. 
Soak seed of New Zealand Spinach 
in full strength sulphuric acid for 
20 minutes. (Glass receptacles 
should, Of course, be used, and ex- 
treme care must be taken to prevent 
spilling the acid as it will destroy 
most surfaces and will burn the skin 
painfully) 

For Preventing Ditemtet 

To combat black rot and black leg, 
soak the following vegetable seeds 
in hot water kept at exactly 122 de- 

frees F. for precisely 30 minutes - 
roccoli, Brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
cauliflower, and collards 

To prevent damping off, shake or 
dust seeds of Egg Plant and pepper

3- V4 cup cake flour 

Va teaspoon salt > ;\ 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

% cup chopped walnut meats 

% cup honey 

V 4 cup domestic Sherry Jelly or 

preserves 
Stir the shortening until creamy. 
Beat in the sugar, the egg yolks 
and the lemon rind and juice. 
Soft together the flour, salt, and 
soda. Stir in the chopped nut- 
meats. Add alternately to the first 
mixture with the honey and Sher-/ 
ry. Fold in the egg whites, whip-* 1 
ped stiff. Drop by a teaspoon onto 
an oiled cooky sheet or inverted 
baking pan, keeping the cakes 
two inches apart. Decorate each 
cake with nutmeats, or a spoonful 
of jelly or preserves. Bake in a 
moderate oven, 350 degrees F, for 
about twelve minutes.

County Associations to Name 
New Officers for Coming 
Year by July 1. 



Reorganization of all county 
Agricultural Conservation Associa- 
tions has been set for this month 
and is- to- be co mplet ed 
~ This is the second annual- elec- 
tion procedure in which associa- 
tion members choose their com-lfluifce-paradoxically, the more op 



munity committeemen and county 
board members. 

All voting is by written ballot 
and the ballots are filed in the 
permanent records of the associa- 
tion. Each organized community 
in every county will elect a chair- 
man, a vice chairman, one regular 
member, and one alternate mem- 
ber of the community committee. 
Counties are organized in from 
one to seven or eight communities, 
depending on the number of as- 
sociations. 

Men elected as community com- 
mitteemen are farmers who de- 
rive a major portion of their in- 
come from farms which they now 
own or operate, and who reside in 
the communities for which they 
are elected. Also, no person who 
holds an office, county, state or 
federal, to which he has been 
elected or politically appointed, 
and no person actively employed 
in political or partisan organiza- 
tions, is eligible to election. 

The chairmen of the respective 
community committees form the 
board of directors of the county

EQUALITY BEFORE TAX LAWS 



— The Sixteenth amendment says 
clearly that "the congress shall 
have power to lay and collect tax- 
es on incomes, from whatever 
source derived." But the United 
States Supreme Court has held 
repeatedly that this language does 
not mean what it says. It has 
held that congress cannot tax the 
salaries of state, county or muni- 
cipal employees, because such a 
tax would invade state sovereign- 
ty. Similarly it has ruled that 
state taxation of federal salaries 
would be an invasion of federal 
sovereignty. It even stretched this 
fantastic sovereignty theory so 
far that in one case it ruled that 
a state could not tax oil produc- 
ed on the land of an Indian be- 
cause Indians are wards of the 
federal government, and in an- 
other case it held that the federal 
government could not tax the in- 
come which an oil company de- 
rived from state school land be- 
cause school children are wards 
of the state government. 

In view of these decisions, ap- 
parently the only way by which 
all citizens can be made equal be- 
fore all tax laws is by the adop- 
tion of another constitutional 
amendment. Such an amendment 
has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Cochran of Missouri. 

Congressmen, whose salaries 
are exempt from state taxation, 
have not been very enthusiastic 
for this amendment. But if the 
doubly-taxed common people of 
the country get mad enough, they 
can make congress pull that pro- 
posal out of its dusty pigeonhole 
and submit it for ratification by 
the states.— Pitysburgh Press.

Combined Cultures (Cont'd.) 

IN a previous article, combined 
croppingwiw"smallgarden"vege- 
tables, for the purpose of increasing 
yield from garden plots of limited 
■iie, was discussed. A similar prac- 
tice may be followed with home gar- 
den crops, such as tomatoes, melons, 
cucumbers, corn, and pepper, which 
require somewhat more space. 

Following are some combined cul- 
ture recommendations in which vege- 
tables of this type are considered: 

Sow dwarf peas early in rows 
four to six feet apart; plant radish 
between rows of peas, and plant one 
row of cucumbers between every 
two rows of peas'. Radishes are har- 
vested first, then the peas, leaving 
all the room for the cucumbers. Can- 
taloupe may be substituted for 
cucumbers. 

Set cauliflower early in rows twr 
feet apart: one foot on each side oi 
each cauliflower row plhnt spinach; 
sow radishes between spinach rows. 
When radishes are used set tomato 
plants in the space they occupied, 
properly distanced, of course. Pep- 
pers or eggplant may be substituted 
tor tomatoes. 

Set cabbage plants as soon at 
practicable in rows two and one- 
half feet apart. Between cabbage 
rows sow one or more rows of early 
radishes. After radishes are pulled 
plant one row of dwarf beans be- 
tween every two of cabbage. 

Sow early turnips in rows three 
to four feet apart ; later plant a row 
of corn between the turnip rows. 
The turnips will be harvested be- 
fore the corn requires the space. 

Plant radishes early in rows eight 
feet apart; between these rows, at 
two-foot intervals, plant rows of 
lettuce or spinach, or both. Plant 
watermelon seeds in rows made 
vacant when radishes are pulled. 

In all cases of combined cultures, 
however, care must be taken to give 
the ground ample supplies of fer- 
tiliser, because of the increased 
•mounts which will be required for 
the multiple, crops.

More than a score of forest 
camps and recreational areas scat- 
tered throughout the 3,000,000 
acres of national forests that 
bound the western edge of Vir- 
ginia open this month with great- 
er facilities' than ever before, ac- 
cording to the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce. Five ma- 
jor recreational areas are included 
in this group, while there are 
many quiet and beautiful camp 
grounds in the heart of the moun- 
tains where CCC workers have 
placed every modern facility for 
the vacationist. . 

Opening of the new Sherando 
Lake Forest Camp, with its 207 
foot dam empounding a 20 acre 
lake, featured the weeks events in 
forest recreation development. The 
Camp, located in George Wash- 
ington National Forest, fourteen 
miles southeast of Waynesboro, 
was completed during the winter 
and promises to become one of the 
most popular of all Virginia 
camps. 

Campers' Facilities 

Facilities announced include a 
roomy pavilllon for picnicers, 
dressing rooms and showers for 
bathers, a first aid station, diving 
platforms in the lake, a wading 
pool, a complete water supply sys- 
tem to every part of the area, 
three picnic areas with fireplaces, 
twenty camp sites and space for 
trailer use, trails for hikers and a 
campfire circle for evening enter- 
tainment. 

Other national forest camps in 
the George Washington area in- 
clude Elizabeth Furnace Camp, 
long popular and located near 
Strasburg in the Massanutten 
Mountains, the New Market Gap 
Forest Camp, on U. S. Highway 
211 east of New Market, and the 
North River Camp, at the Staun- 
ton Dam, northwest of Staunton. 

Campfire permits are not re- 
quired at these established Camps 
and all facilities are free to the 
public. 

Beach Enlarged 

Farther South, close to Lynch- 
burg, the Jefferson National For- 
est has enlarged the beach at 
Cave Mountain National Forest 
Camp, erected a modern, station- 
ery diving platform, organized a 
staff of registered life guards, and 
constructed bath houses and 
showers along the beach. John C. 
Shipley has been named custodian 

Others in the Jefferson Forest 
include the Snow Creek Camp, on 
U. S. Highway 501, five miles 
from Glasgow, and the Comers 
Rock Camp, four miles off U. S.

Building activity for the Vir- 
ginia Beach community, which 
embraces the area south of Fort 
Story, reached a record high level 
during the first five months of 
1937, according to figures supplied 
this office yesterday by George L. 
Wadsworth, secretary of the 
Builders and Contractors Ex- 
change, of Norfolk. The total 
volume of residential and com- 
mercial construction completed 
between January 1 and May 1 of 
this year, according to the figures, 
bettered by more than 133 per 
cent the report for the same 
period of the previous year. 

- avolueofmsc,t*ao,pe!riod 

In all, a total of 53 residences 
were constructed at a total cost of 
speafc ^38,485. Average cost of these 
liew residences was $6,390 which, 
according to local builders, also 
establishes a record for the com- 
munity. Most of the homes erect- 
ed have been designed for all-year 
eastabhshesaylaerfdfi 
tenancy, and few of the so-called 
summer cottage type or- in evid- 
ence. 



Commercial Building Gains 

Commercial construction, 
which includes hotels and all types 
of business building totalled $197,- 
850, with 28 permits listed. 

The goss amount of $536,335 
for the opening months of 1937 
contrasts favorably with the $229,- 
873 spent during a similar five- 
months period last year. At the 



present time, building activity has 
slackened somewhat, according 
to real estate agents, but a mark- 
ed increase is anticipated for the 
fall and winter months. 

Last year's- total construction 
costs of $440,000 already have 
been exceeded and, should a 
similar rate of activity continue 
during the fall season as in past 
years, a probable total of one and 
one-quarter million dollars will be 
recorded. According to best in- 
formed opinion, this figure is not 
an unduly optimistic one, for 
many sets of plans already have 
been delivered to contractors for 
estimates. 

figures For Area 

In the entire Norfolk area, 
building activity for the first five 
months of this year was report- 
ed at $1,745,930, a gain of $849,- 
717 over last years total. The area 
includes, other than Norfolk City 
and Virginia Beach, the city of 
Portsmouth and Norfolk County. 
Figures for Princess Anne County, 
in which there has been con- 
siderable building, are not imme- 
diately available. 

Real estate transactions have 
kept pace with this building boom, 
court house records reveal, with 
land prices considerably in excess 
of those quoted during the past 
seven years. Most transactions, it 
was said, are aimed at residential 
construction for family use rather 
than for speculative purposes.

Of the many cases investigated, 
449 have been granted some form 
of relief; 137 have been rejected 
because of ineligibility or because 
work has been found for them in 
private industry, and information 
has been supplied out-of-the-coun- 
ty agencies on local residents in 
an additional 67 instances. 

Report of Activities 

Mrs. Bailey's report given to 
the Board of Supervisors at the 
last meeting of the group detailed 
the work of her department as 
follows: 

"The Princess Anne County Ds- 
partment of Public Welfare, or- 
ganized in November, 1936. wit'o 
Mrs. F. Vories Bailey, Superinten- 
dent, has made itself an integral 
part of the county administration. 
It is the outgrowth of a bill pass- 
ed by the Virginia Legislature in 
1936, granting money to communi- 
ties withla the State which would 
set up acceptable Welfare Agen- 
cies, and which would meet the 
State grant to that community 
with sixty per cent of the amount 
rendered by the State. Although 
the administration of the Princess 
Anne County Department of Pub- 
lic Welware is as nearly lOO^r 
local as possible, it is very neces- 
sary for it to meet the require- 
ments of the State Department 
of Public Welfare.

Barnes maintained that the 
only hope of the life guards for 
remuneration for their protec- 
tion services rested in the funds 
realized from the rental of the 
beach equipment, a business 
which "is being cut into" this sea- 
son by youths who pay no Town 
license for their activity and who 
are not qualified to assist in 
maintaining safety in the surf. 
Stripped of this one hope of 
livelihood, he said, there was 
eveiy possibility that the quali- 
fied life guards would have to 
leave Virginia Beach for some 
other seaside location that, of- 
fered more attractions fr^in a 
financial point of view.

Beach will be forced by its rapid 
rate of growth to construct or 
rent adequate office space for Ita 
municipal employees, provide 
better Jail facilities and enlarge 
its police and fire headquarters." 

The possibili- 
ty of annexation of the residen- 
tial development to the north of 
the corporate limits also was cited 
as making necessary the develop- 
ment of a municipal building of 
sufficient sum and suitably located 
to handle the Town's business. 

Purchase of the undeveloped 
property on Twenty-fifth Street 
between Pacific and Arctic Ave- 
nues, was urged by the Planning 
Commission before the Council aw 
the most suitable location 
available. The property 
sed extends along the east-west 
street for a distance of 800 feat* 
and has a depth of 140 feet. 

Seven Buildings Protest sV 

On this property, which is cen- 
terally located but out of the high 
sales district, it was proposed that 
the Town construct a series of 
seven buildings, all of which will 
conform as to architectural style 
and which can be constructed in- 
dependently as the need for addi- 
tional facilities arises. First to be, 
developed, under the proposal 
now before the Council, is a police 
and fire department of sufficient 
size to house the additional equip- 
ment soon to be purchased. Next, in 
the order of their importance, 
were listed a new fireproof Jail, 
police court, municipal office 
building, council chamber, munici- 
pal garages and a public library. 

The municipal office building 
would be the central building of 
the official layout, flanked on one 
side by the council chamber and 
on the other by the police court 
The other buildings would bsj 
grouped with an eye to an attract 
live arrangement and with a vtee* 
to producing the greatest utility. 
Proper landscaping would also 
add to the beauty of the munici- 
pal center and be of material value 
in developing the Pacific Avenue 
section of the town. 

The decision of the Council to 
purchase additional Are equip- 
ment and the consequent need tor 
enlarged police and fire 
quarters prompted the 
(ion of the plan at this time, Mr. 
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to begin the construction of the 
units which are most needed. To 
delay longer may mean greatly 
increased costs and the inability 
to find a location suited for such 
a development.

TOE PROPOSED MUNICIPAL 
CENTRE 

The proposal for the creation 
of a Municipal Centre for the 
Town of Virginia Beach, although 
Incomplete in many details as 
such were listed in the report! 
made by the Planning Commis- 
sion to the Council, merits close 
study on the part of the council- 
men and, eventually, acceptance 
by that group as a meretorious 
civic development. Presentation of 
that report came as a distinct sur- 
prise, but the value and wisdom of 
its suggestions are apparent to all 
who will take time out to survey 
the very evident need for such a 
municipal improvement. 

The proposed location — the 
Mock on Twenty-fifth Street be- 
tween Pacific and Arctic Avenues 
— is a happy choice. Fronting on 
the widest paved street in the 
Town, it is conveniently close to 
the business and hotel sections 
and, for all practical purposes, 
centrally located with respect to 
the residential developments. 
More, it is the only site similarly 
situated today available at an 
anticipated low cost, for only one 
lot of the block has been devel- 
oped. 

The idea of a unit development, 
With all buildings to follow a set 
architectural plan, is equally 
worthwhile. The contrast be- 
tween such a proposal and the ex- 
isting scheme of locating muni- 
cial b u i 1 d i n gs haphazardly 
throughout the Town suggests a 
definite gain, not only in the 
financial savings that could be 
expected to result, but also from 
the standpoint of beauty and ef- 
ficiency. Certain it is, that the de- 
velopment of the centre along the 
proposed lines will add to the at- 
tractiveness of Virginia Beach, 
and that consideration must not 
be overlooked by a community 
that looks to the patronage of the 
vacationist and tourist for its in- 
dividual and corporate profits. 

Some mhy object to the con- 
struction of a series of small 
buildings rather than one large 
edifice developed to embrace all of 
the Town's departments. However, 
bare once again the Planning 
Commission has acted wisely, for 
the proposal submitted to the 
Council allows for a steady com- 
munity growth and plans for ad- 
ditions to the structures as such 
are needed. More, a greater at- 
tractiveness is possible, for the 
layout can stress the general de- 
sign of resort construction rather 
than mere commercial utility. 

As the Beach progresses, there 
Is every likelihood that Pacific 
Avenue will be utilized as the 
main business section. Atlantic 
Avenue, as we see it, will be 
given over more and more to hotel 
development, and business will 
seek an adjacent location. What 
more logical location is there 
than Pacific Avenue, largely un- 
developed today and less attrac- 
tive to hotel and cottage opera- 
ton than any other street in the 
corporate limits because of the 
nil-bus activity wheih is found 
there? When that day arrives, the 
value of the Planning Commis- 
sion's present'* program will be 
more readily apparent than today. 

We recommend this proposed 
development of the Council, urg- 
ing that immediate steps be taken 
to secure the desired property and 



the largest crowds of the sum- 
mer. 

The union service is a most 
worthwhile undertaking, and it is 
our belief that the sponsors will 
se regard it as Sunday follows 
Sunday. 



For a good many years, parti- 
cularly during that period of the 
Beach's most pronounced develop- 
ment, there has been growing a 
demand for adequate protection 
for those who frequent the waters 
as bathers and swimmers. It has- 
been pointed out repeatedly that 
Virginia Beach is the largest sea- 
side resort in the east which does 
not maintain a municipal life 
guard service, and the clamor for 
such has now become of suffi- 
cient importance to merit official 
consideration. 

In the past, it has been the 
thought of the Council that the 
matter of protection for swim- 
mers was exclusively within the 
province of the hotels and cot- 
tages which are located on the 
ocean front. There is little or no 
substance in that argument, how- 
ever, for only a very small frac- 
tion of those who frequent the 
beach are guests of these hotels, 
the rest of the crowd coming 
from homes and accommodations 
west of Atlantic Avenue and, more 
particularly, composed of visitors 
here for one day without any 
local accommodations whatsoever. 
Until recent years, when the 
crowds increased out of all former 
proportions, it was hot difficult 
for the life guards employed 
locally to insure an adequate mea- 
sure of protection to the swim- 
mers. Today, however, because of 
circumstances which govern their 
employment, the fifteen or so re- 
gistered guards on the beach must 
restrict their "guarding" to the 
area immediately adjacent to 
their stands, leaving wide portions 
of the water unprotected. The 
menace implied in such a situa- 
tion is readily apparent to all who 
will give it a moment's thought. 

We would suggest and recom- 
mend that the Council consider 
fully its obligations in this mat- 
ter of adequate protection and 
take such steps as may appear 
most feasible before the opening 
of the 1938 season. A series of 
drownings here, and the conse- 
quent publicity that sufficient life 
guards are not available, might 
react most unfavorably to the 
growth of Virginia Beach, a con- 
dition which no resident could 
anticipate with any degree of 
satisfaction. 

The solution of the whole prob- 
lem appears to lie in the develop- 
ment of a life guard corps select- 
ed and paid with Town funds. 
How best to raise this money-- 
the cost would not be great when 
viewed in, Jhe light of the favor- 
able publicity that would result, is 
the concern of the Council, but 
we would point out that a poten- 
tial source of considerable revenue 
can be derived from the licensing 
of those who sell beach chairs and 
umbrellas. Such a plan already 
has been suggested to the Council, 
and, in lieu of a better one, it 
should be accepted. 

The responsibility of protecting 
those who bathe here is one that 
cannot be evaded. Too great 
tragedy may result from such a 
do-nothing course.

In the rise of John L. Lewis to his present place of pOwer in the 
American labor scene is to be read a story of potential dictatorship 
that bodes no good for our own brand of democratic government. 
To date, with few modifications or variations, that story finds its 
parallel in the lives of famous European dictators, and the possibility 
of that parallel continuing is not so remote as to deny the necessity 
for certain checks upon his ambitions and his methods of organizing 
labor under the banners of CIO. 

We are not easily scared by political bugaboos, but when a man 
such as Lewis holds within his hands sufficient power to force walk- 
outs at seventeen plants where the workers themselves are undecided 
about their action, then, we assert, that man is one to be feared, es- 
pecially so when the Federal government stands ready to offer every 
assistance that might be demanded. 

We never have been able to take seriously the talk of dictatorial 
ambition hurled at the President by his political enemies. He is not 
of the stuff of which dictators are made, for his weaknesses are too 
apparent and he lacks the ruthlessness without which no dictator 
=an succeed. Mr. Roosevelt is, charitably speaking, more idealist than 
practical statesman, and it is seldom that the prophet becomes the 
man of iron. 

But not so with John L. Lewis, organizer of the CIO. Where a 
belligerent courage is needed to effect a desired result, that courage 
is forthcoming. If forensic argument can gain a point, Lewis will 
gam it. If impassioned appeal, skullduggery or bloodshed is demand- 
ed, it is our thought that he can— and will— deliver the goods. He 
is without question or argument, the greatest 'threat to continued 
democracy in these United States today. <<- 

The name of John L. Lewis is not new to us. For many years, 
we had the opportunity to observe his work in the anthracite coal 
fields of eastern Pennsylvania, where he developed into the most 
highly organized union yet to be known to us the United Mine 
Workers of America. His methods of organization, both admitted 
tnd otherwise, made him the militant lord of this section and, 
chough his efforts have almost wiped a once profitable industry 
:rom the field, he has prospered and marched forward to his goal 
with few interruptions. 

Today, aided by a government to which he is admittedly a large 
financial contributor, John L. Lewis is stirring up a class war that 
carries the possibility of not less bitterness nor bloodshed than exists 
in Spain. In the .central states and in western Pennsylvania, the 
National Guard units are being augmented by volunteers pressed 
into service by harassed governors ahd mayors who are facing an 
unprecedented situation, and blood has been spilled along a wide 
front. For all practical purposes, a state of war exists. That it may 
spread unless stern measures are taken to forestall such a possibility 
is accepted as fact by most observers of the scene. 

Under the aegis of a now thoroughly discredited Wagner Act, 
Lewis is seeking to force his CIO upon both employers and em- 
ployees, whether they want it or not. To argue that his efforts are 
illegal, that he is flaunting basic principles of constitutional govern- 
ment, is quite beside the point, for the government shows no disposi- 
tion to check his activity or, even, to offer a word of caution. We 
are moved to wonder these days, with Representative Hoffman, of 
Michigan, just "who is Boss— Roosevelt at the White House or John 
L. Lewis?"

Taxed almost to death by a government which ap 
pears to assume that a normal profit is a sin against common de 
cency, the employer is facing primarily a fight for the very existence 
of his holdings, and there are many of the employee class, oddly 
enough, still nursing their own grievances, who yet recognize that wk

And, as 
free wotkingmen, however much they may subscribe to the theory of 
unionism, they still desire to choose the union to which they will

It is 
John L. Lewis and his credo of dictatorship against the workingman 
and against the employer of labor, and be it said to the ever- 
lasting credit of a great percentage of the ranks of workers that they 
want no more of Mr. Lewis than do their employers. But Mr. Lewis, 
aided by a supine government, may achieve his ambition in spite 
of the opposition that appears to grow daily to volume.

There is something basically un-American in a picture which 
shows men and women willing to work being escorted to their Jobs 
by squads of policemen and National Guardsmen. That same thought 
creeps into the current controversy over the employees' choice of 
unions, especially when no choice is offered them except that repre- 
sented by Lewis and his un-American associates. These, admittedly, 
are the tactics which long have prevailed in the coal fields — most 
un-American of all sections of America — but it never was our thought 
that they could sweep the country by storm or that even a majority 
of workers in any given industry would willing embrace them as the 
approved practices of American labor. 

There was a time we entertained high hopes for the New Deal 
and for its acknowledged leader. Ther are certain aspects of the 
initial Roosevelt program which merited universal applause, but the 
later recommendations, termed by Hugh Johnson of NRA fame as 
the "third New Deal," appear to lean in the direction of Fascism 
and so give an opportunity to such men as John L. Lewis. We'll 
take a chance with the young intellectuals and the pink-tinted 
parlor radicals — little harm is ever done by such — but when they treat 
with those who possess the qualifications of dictatorship and extend 
to them a free hand to wreak their deviltry upon an unsuspecting 
public, then we're ready to deny support^- any phase of their pro- 
gram and cry loudly for their elimination. Not they, but their weak- 
nesses and the products thereof, spell the ruin and confusion which 
we fear. 



To accept the inference that Mr. Roosevelt has capitulated to 
John Lewis because the latter threatened him and reminded him of 
the big campaign contributions is a bit too harsh for us to accept, 
however often his political enemies hurl the charge at him. There 
must be some other explanation, and we are inclined to agree with 
David Lawrence that the situation and its resulting chaos is the pro- 
duct of a decrepit statesmanship rather than a deliberate play into 
the hands of an ambitious despot. 

Said Mr. Lawrence recently: "For my part, I prefer to believe 
that Mr. Roosevelt possessed of a limited experience with the realities 
»f human conflict in the industrial world, with his limited know- 
ledge, too, of the forces which really keep an economic system operat- 
ng, has tried again an experiment with the laws of gravitation. He 
las mistakenly conceived that the economic system can be bolstered 
IP by government billions or by government tolerance of group war- 
are and that the social order could be adjusted by economic mes- 
liahs today though such master minds never before have been able 
>y clever turns of a gadget here and there to readjust human 
lestiny." 

The solution to our immediate needs, if we may venture our 
opinion, is a complete sweeping out of the theorists and an honest 
attempt made to meet present problems with Justice, sanity and with 
due respect for laws economic and moral. Unless such a course is 
followed, we may live to see the day when another swastika or similar 
emblem will swing from the balcony of a Dictator John Lewis. 



Virginia's debt to a forgotten 
benefactor is recalled by the news 
that the State's limes-grinding 
plant is a month behind its or- 
ders and that most of the pri- 
vate firms which supply this com- 
modity are working at full speed. 

That benefactor was Edmund 
Ruffin, a native of Prince George. 
He was the same person who as a 
bitter old man is said by some 
to have fired the first shell at 
Fort Sumter. Later he killed him- 
self when he heard the story of 
Appomattox. The "Cato of the 
Confederacy," he "would not sur- 
vive the liberties of his country." 

It was long before these dra- 
matic adventures that he won his 
real claim to remembrance as 
one of the greatest of Americans. 
Back in 1818, Ruffin, struggling 
to save his exhausted plantation, 
"Evergreen," at Coggin's Point, 
spread marl upon several acres of 
poor ridge land. He had learned 
from Davey's Agricultural Chem- 
istry that certain soils contain 
mineral acids that should be 
neutralized with lime, and he con- 
ceived the idea that vegetable 
acids' from organic manures might 
be just as destructive of fertility. 
His experiment worked. His test 
yielded 40 per cent more corn 
than The others. 

Before the* war was out, the 
energetic man, then but 24 years 
of age, was writing of his dis- 
covery. This report, later to be 
greatly amplified and published 
in book form as "An Essay on 
Calcareous Manures," had an ef- 
fect the magnitude of which has 
not yet been adequately surveyed. 
In Virginia's Tidewater counties 
alone land values increased $30.- 
000,000 between 1820 and 1850. 
The South, then the principal 
agricultural area of the nation, 
experienced a tremendous wave 
of prosperity. Some modern his- 
torians have said that Ruffin's 
book was responsible for a major 
agricultural revolution. 

Ruffin soon developed such 
driving power as a publicist that 
nearly all of the large operators 
learned of his discovery within 
a few years, — Until the War of 
Secession and the collapse of the 
whole Southern system, the lime 
treatment of soil was common 
practice on the larger plantations. 

It still is common practice on 
most well managed farms, yet 
thousands of small farmers never 
have even heard of it. Every 
county agent is using the same 
arguments that Ruffin employed. 
Lime treatment is one of the soil- 
conservation measures for which 
the Federal Government now pays 
benefits. The State supplies 
ground limestone at cost to all 
who ask for it, yet some Vir- 
ginians in this year of our Lord 
1037 still wonder why their fields 
will grow nothing knee-high ex- 
cept broomsedge. 

Perhaps the State should erect 
a monument to Edmund Ruffin 
so that farmers once again will 
begin to talk about him. At the 
least, he deserves to be remem- 
bered for the glorious scientific 
discovery that crowned his youth. 

If in 1820 the application of lime 
added $30,000,000 in land values 
in Eastern Virginia, the general 
use of it today might add several 
times this value. For a great deal 
more "sour" land is in use.— Rich- 
mond News Leader. 
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STUDENT DRINKING 



Seeking the truth about college 
drinking, The Literary Digest has 
juat completed a questionnaire 



American colleges, representing 
every type of sectarian and non- 
sectarian school in the country 
presented their opinions on col- 
lege drinking in what many of 
them remarked was the most 
comprehensive survey of this 
problem ever made." The Digest 
reports that the answers showed: 

1. Student drinking is on the 
increase everywhere but there is 
relatively less drunkenness. 

2. Students abhor the drunk, 
admire the man who can drink 
like a gentleman. 

3. One-third of the colleges re- 
plying see a great increase in beer 
drinking, two-thirds see an even 
greater increase in cocktail and 
highball consumption. 

4. A vast majority of college 
presidents see drinking as a prob- 
lem in other institutions, but not 
in their own. 

5. Everywhere, teetotal enforce- 
ment in colleges appears 4*» be 
crumbling. 

6. The average undergraduate 
does most of the tippling off the 
campus. 

7. Co-eds and women students 
in general have lost their moral 
revulsion against drinking. 

8. Most student editors agree 
that repeal has aided temperance. 
The majority favor education for 
drinking, not against it, as a solu- 
tion for the liquor problem. 

A study of the Digest's table, 
"J. Barleycorn Goes to College," 
shows that there is more drinking 
in educational institutions since 
repeal than before, and that the 
drinking trend is strongly toward 
hard liquor. The whole situation 
calls for housecleaning, not only 
in non-sectarian colleges, but also 
in Church institutions. — Lion's 
Herald. 



AN ECONOMIST SPEAKS 



Irving Fisher, professor emeri- 
tus of economics at Yale Univer- 
sity, told the southern session of 
the National Economic Confer- 
ence that "any great inflation 
would certainly be a great curse 
and is, moreover, entirely pre- 
ventable." 

"Those who can prevent it, If 
they will— and I think they will," 
he said, "are Chairman Eccles and 
his colleagues on the Federal Re- 
serve Board, Secretary Morgen- 
thau, President Roosevelt and 
Congress." 

Professor Fisher suggested to 
the conference, sponsored by the 
society for stability in money and 
banking, three controls, which 
properly used, can go far to pre- 
vent undesired inflation. 

These, he said, were open mar- 
ket operations whereby the Feder- 
al Reserve system would sell se- 
curities and withdraw the pro- 
ceeds from circulation; raising 
discount rates of banks on the in- 
itiative of the Federal Reserve 
Board, and lowering the price of 
gold. 

But he adds— and this is slg- 
nificantr—'these controls may not 
be sufficient if the administration 
does not balance its budget. . . » 

Mr. Fisher is an eminent econ- 
omist and his words should not 
be taken lightly. The budget must 
be balanced, but it cannot be 
balanced as long as the govern- 
ment continues to spend $2.00 for 
every $1.00 it takes in.-Winches- 
ter Evening star.

BOOKS TO OWN 



L. B. Baxter, of Norfolk, has 
purchased a 139 acre farm in 
Princess Anne County. 20 miles 
southeast of Norfolk, the Federal 
Land Bank, of Baltimore an- 
nounced this week. The trans- 
action was handled by G. G. 
Markham, of Suffolk, real estate 
fieldman for the land bank. 

Tenants, young men farmers 
and experienced land-owners are 
purchasing many of the farms 
that the bank was forced to take 
over during depression years. 
which is in accord with the bank's 
policy of restoring these farms to 
private ownership as rapidly as 
competent buyers can be found, 
Mr. Markham says. 

Through May 31, bank-owned 
farms transferred to private 
ownership* in 1937 numbered 299 
in the Baltimore district, which 
includes Virginia, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland and West 
Virginia. 

A higher farm income and im- 
proved agricultural credit facili- 
ties are largely responsible for the 
increasing interest in farm owner- 
ship in the opinion of Charles S. 
Jackson, president of the land 
bank, who says that the bank has 
no desire to own farms, but fore- 
closes only as a last resort and 
when there is no other way of 
protecting the interests of mem- 
bers of county national farm loan 
associations.

"The insidious approach so of- 
ten associated with cancer,, some 
forms of heart impairment, and 
diabetes is the secret of their 
slaying power. Frequently, only 
the physician is in a position to 
discover their existence in the 
early stages. And it is at that time 
that medicine is most able to 
overcome the damage which, if 
left to itself until the patient be 
comes aware . of it, prematurely 
shortens so many lives. 

"It is right here that the 
periodic physical check-up is so 
effective. It is a habit that should 
be formed and rigidly adhered to 
by all persons of middle age or 
older. Certainly, If one has the 
time and desire to live, he should 
take time to discover, by way of 
the annual physical inspection, 
what is his actual condition. Many 
a life has been prolonged in this 
manner. And, conversely, many a 
life has been lost all too soon, be- 
cause the protection afforded by 
the periodic professional inquiry 
was unappreciated."

BULWARK OF THE REPUBLIC 
A Biography of the Constitu- 
tion. Bp Burton J. Hendriek. 
Little, Brown. 467 pp. S3.50. 

(A Review by John J. Corson, 
Economist, Washington, D. 

C). 

Today the Constitution is news. 
The headlines of the daily paper 
scream forth the meaning of a 
constitutional phrase. Radio time 
is consumed by eminent spokes- 
men who give (their) interpreta- 
tions of its meaning. Some large 
business corporations distribute 
thousands of copies of this won- 
derful document to their stock- 
holders. Orators, in advance of 
the Fourth of July, assure us that 
unfailing obedience to the Con- 
stitution will insure the preserva- 
tion of our liberties. Perhaps, too, 
they imply it will ward off such 
evils as Bolshevism, labor troubles, 
destitution in old age, and even 
spring floods. 

Hence, at this time, there are 
substantial as well as intellectual 
grounds for asking: What is this 
marvelous instrument of salvation 
—the Constitution of the United 
States? 

The Constitution, in author 
Burton J. Hendricks opinion, is 
the bed rock (or bulwark) upon 
which our national life has been 
built. Mr. Hendriek does not at- 
tempt to define the Constitution. 
Nor does he explain it in terms of 
the Supreme Court's decisions. 
Rather he essays to write the bio- 
graphy of the Constitution as a 
living thing involving men and 
events. And he is inclined, be- 
lieving that human desires and 
personalities have had much ef- 
fect on the course of our govern- 
ment, to emphasize the part of 
the human actors in this narra- 
tive. 

"Bulwark of the Republic," be- 
gins with James Madison and the 
meeting at Mount Vernon in 1785 
of repiesentatives of Virginia and 
Maryland to discuss problems of 
"interstate commerce." It con- 
tinues with a dramatic word pic- 
ture of the Constitutional Con- 
vention and its salient personali- 
ties — Washington. Franklin. 
James Wilson, and Hamilton. Mr. 
Hendriek describes the acceptance 
of the Constitution by the states, 
and the opposition it incurred 
from such men as Patrick Henry, 
George Mason, and, for a time 
Thomas Jefferson. 

From this point, Mr. Hendriek 
turns to successive issues in 
American history— the establish- 
ment of a national government, 
nullification, secession, social 
control of economic activity. As- 
tutely he contrasts the views of 
Jefferson and John Marshall, and 
credits the latter as being the 
greater intellectual and states- 
man. He describes the importance 
of Andrew Jackson's judicial 
edicts in handling the nullifica- 
tion crisis. He criticizes vigorously 
the efforts of Buchanan, Lincoln, 
and Orant to "pack" or "muzzle" 
the Supreme Court when other 
crises occurred. He paints with 
broad but vital strokes of his 
Journalistic brush the economic 
and social conditions prevailing 



at each crisis, and their influence 
upon the interpretation of the 
Constitution. 

As is customary with writers 
on the Constitution, Mr. Hen- 
driek discusses again the famous 
constitutional cases. As is not 
customary, however, he succeeds 
in making for the layman of these 
musty legal decisions vital hu- 
man events in the course of our 
governmental history. "Marbury 
vs. Madison," under his skilled 
pen, is more than the case which 
established the principle of judi- 
cial review. It is/the mdtetrlna 
conflict between the titans, Jef- 
ferson and Marshall. Similarly, he 
instills life and meaning into the 
Dartmouth College case, the Dred 
Scott Decision, and a host of 
other decisions. 

In his entire development of 
constitutional principles, if a lay- 
man may Judge, Mr. Hendriek 
gives substance to the bare bones> 
of leghl structure by depicting t 
character and the mood of J 
jurists who participated. He writes 
of Justice Harlan. He heaps 
praise upon the greatest of them 
all, Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
All in all "Bulwark of the Re- 
publics is* distinguished by two 
important accomplishments. It 
shows clearly how the Constitu- 
tion has been related to the social 
and economic happenings of the 
decades. It demonstrates how its 
meaning has been moulded by 
these events, and how, in turn, it 
has Itself shaped the course of 
events. Secondly, it interprets the 
Constitution and its evolution 
through sprightly and mercilessly 
worded portraits of its drafters, 
the statesmen, the politicians and 
the Justices who made it live. 
These accomplishments make of 
Mr. Hendrick's volume a timely, 
interesting and important work.

public health progress exist than 
the 1936 date rates for diph- 
theria, typhoid fever and tuber- 
culosis, representing as they do 
the lowest in the history of the 
State Department of Health. And 
while these records naturally 
hearten officials and the medical 
profession generally, the fact that 
the rates for heart conditions 
were the highest ever recorded, 
with cancer and diabetes remain- 
ining near the 1934 peaks, tends 
definitely to dampen any undue 
enthusiasm," states Dr. I. C. Rig- 
gin, State Health Commissioner. 
"Expressed otherwise, the dis- 
eases that officially can be super- 
vised and lend themselves to mass j 
control measures have markedly 
decreased, while those requiring 
personal concern, noticeably are 
on the upgrade.

ter than in the same month of 
last year, Wilbur C. HaU, Chair- 
man of the Virginia Conservation 
Commission, estimated on the 
basis of reports from leading, 
hotels and tourist attractions as 
to comparative patronage. 

The average for the hotels was 
about 17 per cent better, while 
the historic shrines and other at- 
tractions reported figures great- 
ly in excess of this average. One 
hotel reported a gain of 90 per 
cent, while two reported 50 per 
cent increases. 

Park Tonrist Increase 

The Shenandoah National Park 
reported 13.685 cars entering the 
Skyline Drive during April, an in- 
crease of 56.5 per cenjt over the 
same month of last year. The 
total number of persons who visit- 
ed the park in April was 41,806, 
this being 56.5 per cent more than 
ID April, 1936. 

The Petersburg National Mili- 
tary Park reported a patronage of 
9,082 in April, as compared with 
3,243 for April of last year. This 
number excludes the 50,000 esti- 
mated at, the re-enactment of the 
Battle of the Crater on April 30. 

The Fredericksburg and Spot- 
sylvania County Battlefields Me- 
morial National Military Park re- 
ported 8,878 visitors during April, 
as compared with 4,834 during the 
same month of last year. 

Miss Evelyn Mullen, director of 
the commission's tourist bureau 
in Washington, reported distri- 
buting more than 16,000 pieces of 
literature during April. This num- 
ber, which Is considerably above 
*h» average, was occasioned 
largely by Garden Week. The 
bureau distributed nearly 2,500 
Pieces of Garden Week litera- 
ture alone.

Any one can enjoy this fun with- 
out a camera, but verily to go to the 
seashore and return without having 
made a picture-story of your visit 
seems as useless as trying to write a 
book about it with water for ink. 
When you have finished, your mem* 
ory may retain some of it for a time, 
but eventually you remember little 
else than the fact that you went 
there. Years later you will say, "Yes, 
I had a good time that summer," but 
what did you do, whom were you 
with, what did you see? Bet a mil* 
lion that with nothing in your snap- 
shot album to show for it, you will 
remember scarcely anything of the 
details of that good time, end re- 
gretfully wish you could. 

Another reason for taking your 
camera to the seashore Is that where 
the sea is, with Its bright reflecting 
waters, you have exceptional 
chances for making fine pictures. 



Usually by the sea even on cloudy 
days you have more light to work 
with than Inland. The extra light 
gives you opportunity to "stop 
down" (use a smaller lens opening) 
and thereby obtain sharp, clear-cut 
details. 

Also there Is no better place for 
Interesting action pictures than a 
summer seaside resort, considering 
the many varieties of speed and 
motion that are In evidence— from 
sea snails to sea planes, not forget- 
ting the high diving sea nymphs. 
In fact, except for the beach Itself 
and the hotels, cottages and 
wharves, everything seems to be in 
motion. Of course, If you want close- 
ups of fast action you should be 
equipped with a fast camera, but 
don't forget that splendid work with 
many seaside scenes Is done with an 
Inexpensive fixed focus camera. If it 
Is rapid motion such as an approach- 
ing motorboat, shoot from an angle 
at a distance of 75 to 100 feet and 
usually you get It without blur. Then 
hare an enlargement made when 
you get home.

meet the emergency needs of the 
people of the community. The 
County Board of Supervisors 
granted monthly allowances to 
families and individuals in need 
of more than emergency care. But 
the financial upheaval of 1930 
caused a breakdown in our social 
structure and threw a larger burd- 
en on our private social agencies 
than they were able to assume. 
In March, 1933, the federal gov- 
ernment took its place in the 
changing social and financial or- 
der and cooperated with the States 
in setting up emergency relief or- 
ganizations for the benefit of that 
great number of persons out of 
employment. In the summer of 
1930, the federal government 
authorities, having become con- 
vinced after much thought and 
careful study that the hysteria of 
the emergency no longer existed, 
and because the State depart- 
ments were reasonably well or- 
ganized, closed the relief offices 
and now carrys on only its Works- 
program. They employ only those 
without any work and pay them 
according to the type and kind of 
work they do. 

The Princess Anne County D. 
P. W. carries on the usual welfare 
program: that is Mothers Aid, 
Veterans Service, Family Service 
and Child Welfare^ With the 
closing of the federal relief offices, 
it has added to its program CCC 
enrollment, WPA certification, 
and the distribution of surpulus 
commodities. 

"April marked the close of the 
first six-month period. In that 
time a monthly average of 94 
heads of families made applica- 
tion for some one or more of the 
services mentioned above. The 
average load has been 220 families 
per month. 

"The status for April was: aid 
in the nature of service, material 
relief or government surplus com- 
modities to 105 unemployables, 
whose conditions were attributable 
to permanent or temporary illness 
In addition to these the program 
is carrying 33 individuals more 
than 65 years of age, and 9 blind 
persons. 

"Service and help is being given 
to 13 dependent children. These 
last three items: aged, blind, and 
child welfare are in direct line 
with the Federal Social Security 
program plans. 

"Supplementary assistance in 
the nature of service, hospitaliza- 
tion and work is being given to 
111 families, the heads of which

Above the central postoffice in 
New York City is a legend to the 
effect that come fire, rain, snow 
or any other form of disaster the 
mail must go through, and how 
effective in results that slogan 
really is may be learned from an 
experience which befell Mrs. R. 
W. Whitehurst, a resident of 
Twenty-sixth Street, Virginia 
Beach, this week. 

Among her mail on Monday 
mottling was an /airmail letter 
from her, sister who now resides 
in Coronado, California. Upon 
opening it, she was amazed to 
read that her sister, the former 
Homie Barco, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Lee Barco, and the 
wife of Lieutenant J. C. Parham. 
Jr., U. S. N., was busily engaged 
on her Christmas shopping and 
could, as a consequence, write only 
a brief note because of the neces- 
sity for haste. 

Mystery Solved By Notation 

Reading of Christmas shopping 
in the middle of summer was a 
strange business to Mrs. White- 
hurst until she happened to glance 
at the envelope which had car- 
ried the message. Then, the mys- 
tery of the letter, which carried 
a date of December 14, was ex- 
plained. 

The six months' delay was oc- 
casioned by the wreckage of the 
airplane that carried the letter 
as a part of its cargo. On Decem- 
ber IS, the mail plane crashed in- 
to a snow-covered hillside near 
Salt Lake City, killing everyone 
aboard. For months the fate of 
the plane was a mystery until a 
few days ago, when the wreck- 
age, scattered over a wide area, 
was found buried deep under the 
snow. 

Letter Not Damagod^ ' 

The letter, in spite of the trag- 
edy that had delayed its delivery 
and the months that it remained 
buried in the wreckage of the 
plane, was undamaged and show 
ed no signs of association with 
the ill-fated liner except for the 
terse message stamped upon its 
face by the postoffice department. 
Summing up the story of its 
flight across the country was the 
message: "Delay due to air mail 
service will begin promptly j interruption near Salt Lake City, 
at I o'clock. Utah, December 15. 1938."

False Report of Disaster At 
Beach Given To Parents Of 
Richmond Youths. 



A cruel hoax, which falsely re- 
ported the drowning of two young 
Richmond men at Virginia Beach 
to their families on Sunday after-, 
noon, has been the object of an 
intensive investigation by the 
Richmond police during the week, 
but thus far without any result. 
The story, as reported from Rich- 
mond, is as follows: 

Detective Sergeant O. C. Parker 
and John O. Richardson were no- 
tified by telephone on Sunday af- 
ternoon that their sons, Charles 
Patker and John O. Richardson, 
Jr., had been drowned in the surf 
at Virginia Beach. 

Found In Petersburg 
Four hours later the young men, 
both ruddy and healthy looking 
from a weekend spent at the 
Beach were located by State police 
at Petersburg and their families 
were notified that the reports 
were false. Parents of the young 
men were nearly prostrated by 
grief during the four hours they 
were left under the impression 
that their sons were dead. 

At 4:30 o'clock on Sunday. Mrs. 
Richardson received a call at her 
home (purposing to inform her 
of the tragedy. The informant 
said be was calling from Virginia 
Beach. Mrs. Richardson imme- 
diately telephoned the home of De- 
tective Sergeant Parker and Mrs. 
Parker called police headquarters, 
asking that her husband be noti- 
fied by radio of the tragedy. 

Drives To Beach 

Then followed several police 
broadcasts, one of which Sergeant 
Parker picked us as he was cruis- 
ing In a police car. After telephon- 
ing his wife, he drove to the 
Beach ^while Mr. Richardson, 
father of the other young man, 
attempted to get details from the 
local cottage where the boys had 
gone with three other youths to 
spend the weekend. Meanwhile 
the party of five boys were on 
their way home in a car and 
were recognised by a State Police 
officer, who stopped them as they 
were entering Petersburg. 

Immediately young Parker and 
Richardson got in touch with their 
families by telephone and the dis- 
tracted fathers were informed by 
the police .radio system that they

CHANGES IN CCC 
RULINGS LISTED 



Enrollment Of Youths From 
Needy Non-Relief Families 
Will Be Permitted. 

Changes in eligibility require- 
ments for those seeking enroll- 
ment in the July quota of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps were 
announced this week in a com- 
munication received by the county 
department of public welfare 
from the State organization In 
charge of CCC enrollments. Al- 
though no final instructions have 
been received, the proposed 
changes were stated as follows: 

1. All present eligibility require- 
ments including "eligibility for re- 
lief" are to be maintained, except 
that the age limits will be 17 to 
23. inclusive, insted of IT to 28. 

2. The eligibility requirements 
will be modified to permit the 
enrollment of unemployed youths 
from "needy, non-relief families" 
as well as those on the relief rolls 
and eligible for relief.

$1,302.50 had been pledged to date. 
To insure fulfillment of the pro- 
gram approved by the board of 
directors several months ago, a 
minimum of $4,000 must be se- 
cured from business and hotel in- 
terests in Virginia Beach and 
Norfolk. 

Last year, approximately $2.- 
100 was raised, to which the Town 
Council added $1,800, the max- 
imum amount the Town may 
spend for advertising purposes un- 
der legislative decree. Increased 
activities and additional services 
begun this year make necessary 
the increase in the amount of 
contributions sought locally.

News of the action taken by 
the PWA officials was given first 
to Representative Norman RJlam- 
ilton. who then relayed the in- 
formation to local sources. Ever 
since assuming his office on Jan- 
uary 1 of this year, Mr. Hamilton 
has worked consistently and dili- 
gently for final, affirmative action 
on the local project, which PWA 
officials in Washington readily ad- 
mitted wag one of the moat de- 
serving of an projects s ub n ilt tg tf 
from the entire nation. 

Mayor Urges Approval 

On Tuesday of this week, Mr. 
Hamilton communicated with 
Roy Smith and urged that lie 
wire. Col. H. C. Hackett, Director 
of the PWA, stressing the im- 
portance of the project and ask- 
ing for immediate approval of the 
allocation. This was the first m- 
timation that the project was net 
entirely dead to be received to- 
tally in several months. 

m his wire to OH. Hackett, 
Mayor Smith said: 

'Virginia Beach is in dire need 
of proper sewage disposal faujn> 
ties.

The remaining 55 
per cent, approximately 880,880, 
has been provided for In a bond 
issue approved by the voters of 
this community in a special elec- 
tion held late last summer.

IDLE THOUGHTS 

Among hotel operators on Virginia Beach there is one school 
of thought that drives us at times to serious considerations of vio- 
lence. We refer particularly to those who see no need for cooperation 
between the varied forms of business existing here and who are 
quite willing to ride to success upon the efforts of others. They 
boast of never having contributed to this or that organization that 
is working to secure national recognition for this seaside resort, and 
they assure their auditors with great glee that they never will con- 
tribute, though they stand alone on their position. 

We ran into several such persons within the last two weeks, 
in both instances estimable women whose hotel ventures are suc- 
cessful and both of whom owe much to the Beach because the Beach 
has made them— financially . at least— what they are today. They are 
of that peculiar, but not uncommon variety of homo sapiens who 
delude themselves in believing that their success is entirely the re- 
sult of personal effort achieved without outside assistance and, there- 
fore, they see neither reason nor rhyme for] helping others who 
cannot do as much for themselves. j 

we do not mean to infer that their success has been due in its 
entirety to outside influences or to plain, unscientific "luck." Both 
have shown some considerable skill in the management of their 
hotels, both have solved many of the perplexing problems that have 
to do with satisfying guests, but both have grown as the Beach has 
grown, though they have contributed little or nothing to the de- 
velopment of the steady growth of patronage which has characterized 
this community during the past ten years. Without such a record of 
growth, they would still be the small-time operators that they were 
when their businesses were first inaugurated here. 

The Beach not being an established community, which has 
within itself the seeds cf its own growth and economic satisfaction, 
it must look to the outside for the support which spells profits. A 
Cavalier setup may be in a position to finance an effective advertis- 
ing program and fill its rooms without thought of the rest of the 
community, but the small hotel or cottage has neither the experience 
nor the funds necessary to effect a similar result. Its hope of success 
therefore, lies in the pooling of interests of all small operators, and, 
by means of this common fund, finance a program of publicity which 
will insure the greatest good for the greatest number. To hold back 
from such cooperation, to deny a logical plea for such support, is 
to hamper the development program in some definite fashion and, 
directly, lose some little business for itself. 

That the hotel operators are not unanimous in this belief will 
ever be a mystery to us. It should be a logical proposition that there 
can be success for none if there are no people here, and it should 
be equally logical that the greater the attendance the greater the 
profit for all concerned. After all, the day has not yet arrived when 
any hotel, however superior its operator may regard it, stays filled 
to capacity from the opening of the season to its close. Such a happy 
state may never be achieved, however great may be the cooperation, 
but it is worth striving for. 

The day is too far advanced with many of these people to hold 
any hope for a change of heart, and the Beach is fortunate that 
the newer operators both see and appreciate the value of such co- 
operation as we advocate. To the extent that more are attracted here 
may be measured the patronage accorded to the Virginia Beach of 
the future and, concurrently, the extent of the profits for the in- 
dividual. 



A NEW STRATOSPHERE RECORD? 



Of all comments made by visi- 
tors seeking information in the 
office of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce so far this 
season none has been heard more 
regularly than that compliment- 
ing the food served at the individ- 
ual hotels. In years gone by, this 
most important aspect of Beach 
life drew a multitude of criticism, 
but that day, happily, seems to be 
past, and well it might be. 

It always has been our opinion 
that good beds and good food 
were the two chief requirements 
of a resort hotel. Other services 
and facilities are appreciated and 
welcomed, but the absence of eith- 
er of those listed as moat import- 
ant nullify any other excellence 
offered by the individual houses. 
The average vacationist, barring 
stormy weather or rough seas, 
patronizes a hotel only during the 
hours reserved for sleeping and 
eating, and the virtue of such fa- 
cilities—or the lack of them— is 
the standard by which he" gauges 
the reputation of his place of tem- 
porary residence. 

This notice of improvement is 
good news for the prospective vis- 
itor and excellent publicity for 
the Beach as a whole.

BOOKS TO OWN 



HART CRANE: The Life of an 
American Port. By Philip Her- 
ton. Norton. 345 pp. $2.99. 

(A Review by Lawrence Lee, 
Author of "Montlccllo; and 
Other Poems,") 



Hart Crane wrote his poetry in 
a time which was difficult and 
unusual, a time running between 
a world war and a world depres- 
sion. Life never ceased to be dif- 
ficult and unusual for him. The 
seeds of fury were in his own 
mind. The intimate facts of his 
domestic surroundings and his 
own psychic equipment made the 
crop of wrath flourish. A success- 
ful father, who measured success 
by obvious and practical stand- 
ards, a mother who was repelled 
and attracted by the difficulties 
of her life with a variable hus- 
band, further excited, unwitting- 
ly, the already self-excited nerves 
of one of America's most inter- 
esting modern poets. 

Crane was greatly hurt. A man 
who seems to have longed deeply 
for the security of an understand- 
ing family love, he was never to 
know anything but insecurity and 
tormented affection. When home 
fell away from him, he sought un- 
derstanding and comfort in lit- 



erary friendships. When these 
disappointed, as most of them did, 
he turned to psychopathic dissipa 
tions of his spendid energy. From 
that point on, his career and his 
life made a steady movement 
downward to final self-destruc 
tion. But before self-destruction 
there was creation. He had writ- 
ten the poetry in "White Build- 
ings" and, after disappointing and 
harassing delays, it had been pub- 
lished. Before a lifetime, a very 
brief one, was so spectacularly 
ended he was to write what we 
know, in less than perfected form, 
as "The Bridge". This poem will 
remain as the greatest symbol of 
his life and as the work which 
will longest keep alive some mem- 
ory of his name. Like his life, It 
is brilliant, uneven, sometimes 
searchingly beautiful and under- 
standing. At others it is false, 
forced, troubled with strains and 
pretenses. 

Philip Horton, who has writ- 
ten this life of Crane, has prob- 
ably said the whole of what is 
to be said of Crane and his work. 
If another attempts the subject, 
he must approach it from other 
than the straight biographical ap- 
proach. Perhaps there is mater-

As Others See It 



THE LOYAL SOUTHERNERS 



Never before in the South's his- 
tory has there been such a wide- 
spread effort to (examine jtheijr 
region's assets and liabilities in 
an objective, scientific n&mer. 
Men are delving into corners 
which have grown up in cob- 
webs. Ideas, customs, traditions, 
methods are being re-examined. 
The physical scientist, the politi- 
cal scientist, the social scientist 
are focusing their microscopes on 
s variety of problems. 

Often the pictures produced are 
not pretty by any means. They 
are not what we should like the 
South to be. Some of these pic- 
tures based on the cold. Impartial 
facts, are far different from the 
roseate pictures of the South, 
which wishful thinking and a 
sentimental weakness have lulled 
us into seeing. Like the individ- 
ual who is recalled to realities 
from the midst of a day-dream, 
we are apt to become annoyed. 

Some people not only show their 
irritation, but in order to return 
hastily to their dreams would 
banish the realities by labeling 
them with some convenient term 
which would eliminate all neces- 
sity for thought or action. That 
is the reaction of many individ- 
uals to frank, objective discus- 
sions of some of the South's major 
problems today. They are convin- 
ced that the South is the best 
place on this globe in which to 
live, and having established that 
premise they jump to the next, 
which is, "There is no necessity 
for improving something already 
acknowledged to be the best." 

The South is in many respects 
the best place on this globe in 
which to live. But in comparison 
to its potentialities, it does not 
rank so high. 

One of the most convenient de- 
vices used by those who have a 
tendency to resort to defense me- 
chanism is to impute to those who 
"criticize" the South some sinister 
or dishonest motive. The practice 
is a relic of bygone days. The ir- 
ritation caused by those who came 
to gloat over the ravages of defeat 
and remained to carp is under- 
standable. 

But those who are the most vig- 
orous on the one hand in pointing 
out the deficiencies of the South 
and in offering suggested meth- 
ods by which these deficiencies 
may be overcome on the other 
are not Yankees. They are men 
who love the South not only for 
what it has been, and is, but a- 
bove all for what it can be. 

Those who would condemn such 
men as "foreign" critics, or who 
would interpret their findings as 
evidence of a dislike of the South 
are reacting in a childish and 
petty manner. To set about critic- 
izing in a constructive fashion 
an institution, a custom or a re- 
gion does not imply a dislike of 
that institution, custom or region. 
It can mean, and very often does 
mean, that the individual is mo- 
tivated by a love that is stronger 
and more courageous than that 
of those who would scoff at him. 

Suppose two brothers own a 
barn which one claims Is in need 
of repair, but which the other con- 
tends needs only a new coat of 
whitewash. The first Insists that 
it will be necessary to go in and 
put in new foundation timbers 
and to tear out rotting planks and 
replace them. The second main- 
tains that the barn is as good as 
it ever was and that a few gal- 
lons of whitewash daubed here 
and there will suffice. 

The brother who is willing to 
admit that the barn is in need 



of fundamental repair has a 
greater interest in its future 
soundness than the one who would 
be satisfied with improving the 
appearance of its exterior. 

The same analogy, we contend, 
is true of the South as a region. 
Those who pay lip service to the 
South, a very cheap form of trib- 
ute, incidentally, and one which 
does not require a great deal of 
effort, may console themselves 
with the thought that they are 
its true sons. But the South will 
not benefit as much from those 
as from that other gentry which 
is willing to accept any criticism 
made in good faith and to pro- 
ceed on the basis of facts— cher- 
ishing lovely sentiments to be sure, 
but recognizing them as such. 
—The Montgomery Advertiser 



BIRTH CONTROL ACCEPTED 



The decision of the American 
Medical Association at its annual 
convention to investigate methods 
of birth control, to disseminate 
information among its members 
and to advocate the instruction 
of medical students in the sub- 
ject, would not perhaps have been 
reached officially so soon had not 
fascism and the depression come 
when they did. 

Medical practioners of course 
respect— and will continue to re- 
spect—the religious convictions of 
those who think birth control is 
wrong. No reputable physician 
ever would urge birth control on 
a Catholic woman or on any 
woman of other creeds opposed to 
that practice. Where religions-does 
not enter into the matter, phy- 
sicians in tens of thousands of 
instances have told women they^-N^i j 
were bearing children too fre- 
quently and would do well to pre- 
vent conception. Regardless of 
physicians, millions of parents 
long ago concluded for themselves 
that their happiness and the well- 
being of their offspring would be 
promoted if they did not have too 
many children. 

The spread of birth control 
would, for these reasons, have 
been steady and progressive, 
though not always among those 
who are apt to have the largest 
number of children and can do 
the least for them. When the de- 
pression came, a host of women 
of child-bearing age had to go to 
work and, for that reason, felt 
that they could not afford con- 
finement. Tens of thousands of 
other parents agreed that more 
children would be a luxury be- 
yond their reach. All the old ex- 
perience of a direct relationship 
between the birthrate and 
changes in general economic pro- 
gress or decline was confirmed. 

In Fascist countries, despite the 
agitation to breed soldiers, many 
fathers and mothers feel that re- 
fusal to bring children Into the 
world to endure the bondage of 
dictators is the one means they 
have of registering an effective 
protest agatost the existing poli- 
tical order. It has been for this 
reason that we have said the fu- 
ture of fascism may depend upon 
a parents' strike far more than 
on the diplomacy of the totalita- 
rian;;. Often it happens that the 
most far-reaching effects of econ- 
omic or political change are, as 
now, the least considered and the 
least observed.— Richmond News- 
Leader.

(Continued Prom Page Two) a whole, 
ial here for the psychiatrist, per- 
haps there is material here -for 
an historian of American and 
world literary matter of Crane's 
time; but Mr. Horton has lighted

It is/a remarkably good 
graphyf! "Hart crane", both in 
its dispassionate justice to the 
subject and in its controlled hand- 
ling oi material and scenes and 

tures which, in themselves, were 
the opposite of controlled. Mr. 
Horton never pleads more than 
the presented facts do plead. He 
never condemns more than the 
facts condemn in the light of the 
reader's own set of mcrals. Usu- 
ally he has written decidedly well 
and with a masculine simplicity. 
This was not easy. Some of 
Crane's moments of bombast must 
have threatened to draw the bio- 
graphical style into stormy bom- 
bast too. It would have been easy 
to make Crane seem too deprav- 
ed for patience, too melodrama- 
tic for sympathy. The biograph- 
er has conducted himself coolly 
and has given a picture of Crane 
which must present very nearly 
the whole man. , 

The story told Is not for liter- 
ary posers, nor for neurotics, 
nor for young men who think that 
violent evidences of temperament 
indicate artistic ability. All of 
these would be drawn to the ex- 
tremes of finding the book too 
disturbing or too fascinating. If 
&jawf~fjfrfaad with . the under- 
standing skill with which it was 
written it may serve as a fine few 
hours of reading: It is Instructive 
on two planes: the artistic and the 
domestic. If there are any les- 
sons to be learned, they are for 
both the literary workers them- 
selves and for those who have In- 
fluence upon their lives at an 
early or a sensitive period. But, 
leaving aside lessons and morals, 
this Is a biography which may 
serve as an example of good work- 
manship and direct presentation 
of difficult material. 

The evaluation of the poetry Is 
treated by Mr. Horton with the 
same excellent Judgment. He^pre- 
sents a record, as far as that Is 
available, of Its creation. He then 
presents opinions of Crane's 
work at the time of its appear-" 
akice and lattr, giving Crane's 
reactions in many cases. Beyond 
that Mr. Horton leaves Judgment 
to the reader and to time. It is 
a wise and appealing method, 
characteristic of the biography as 



In spite of the furore that both 
are causing, reading on the Su- 
preme Court or the Constitution 
is usually pretty dry. Anyone who 
can take facts about these pieces 
of Americana and make them in- 
teresting is performing a national 
service. 

Dwight Lowell Dumond's "Roos- 
evelt to Roosevelt" is a history 
from Theodore to Franklin D. It 
is good background matreial for 
understanding three of the follow- 
ing books, and part of the fourth. 
But the book itself is unexciting. 

Dean Alfange. member of the 
Bar of New Yoik, walked off with 
the first Roosevelt (Theodore) 
Memorial award for his "The Su- 
preme Court and the National 
Will." This is an interesting re- 
view, whleh finds that the Court's 
opinions, through the years, have 
been framed to meet economic 
and social realities. (Some call 
this "judicial statesmanship" — 
others "abandonment of sacred 
principles') There have been 
pendulum swings in the Court's 
history between conservative and 
liberal Interpretations of the law. 
According to Mr. Alfange, the 
trend of the Court since 1933 Is 
not yet discernible. Apparently It 
Is impossible to see where any- 
thing is heading until it is over, 
which seems a bit unfortunate for 
history in the making. 

"The Supreme Court— Indepen- 
dent or Controlled?" is a booklet 
by an American newspaper obser- 
ver who has almost become a na- 
tional institution. In it, Walter 
Lippmann just about sums up all 
the arguments against the recent 
proposal to Increase the Nine Old 
Men to fifteen, or thereabouts. 

The all-star book of this team, 
"Bulwark of the Republic", con- 
centrates on the personalities of 
the framers of the Constitution, 
and the statesmen and Judges who 
have attacked or defended it. 
That Burton J. Hendrick, twice 
winner of the Pulitser Prise, 
writes this "biography of the Con- 
stitution" Is all to the good. In 
addition to hearing that more 
Presidents than the latest Roose- 
velt have had then- differences 
with the Court, we are allowed 
glimpses of the men themselves. 
There is a particularly fine por- 
trait of Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. We also discover that 
such memorable decisions as 
"Marbury V. Madison" and the 
Dred Scott Decision have flesh - 
and-blood meaning. We agree, of 



The Federal Government has 
alloted to Virginia in the form of 
grants $70,704,084 for Federal 
projects from the period June, 
4933 to June, 1937. All of these 
projects to date are 97% complete, 
costing $68,704,242, the National 
Emergency Council reported this 
week. 

Outstanding in the Federal Pro- 
gram in Virginia is the construc- 
tion of three naval vessels at New- 
port News and Norfolk, namely, 
the Yorktown, Enterprise, and the 
USS Tucker, totalling $39,051,741. 
Roads Receive AMI 

The Bureau of Public Roads re- 
ceived $7,416,757 to be used in co- 
operation with the State Highway 
Department of Virginia for the 
construction and improvement of 
roads and highways throughout 
the State. Similar to the work of 
the Bureau of Public Roads is the 
construction of the Blue Ridge 
Parkway by the National Park 
Service with allotments of $3,400,- 
100. The National Park Service is 
also building roads and trails in 
the Shenandoah National Park 
with allotments of $2,162,536. 

The Quartermaster Corps of the 
War Department was enabled to 
improve its various stations in Vir- 
ginia, located « Fort Humphreys, 
Fort Monroe, Fort Story and Fort 
Meyer with allotments of $5,833,- 




451. 

Air Corps Improvements 

Also of interest is the work of 
the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics with allotments 
of $725,584 for the construction 
of various aeronautical improve- 
ments at Langley Field. Of this 
total, $478,300 is being used for 
the construction of a full speed 
tunnel for research and the study 
of aerodynamic and physical prob- 
lems incident to the development 
of high speeds for aeroplanes. 

The Veterans Administration is 
constructing a neuropsychiatry: 
hospital near ' Roanoke with an 
allotment of $1,385,000. 

To the Procurement Division of 
the Treasury Department went 
$724,270 for the construction and 
alterations to Federal/ Buildings 
and post offices at Blacksburg. 
Fortress Monroe, Galax, Norfolk, 
and Richmond. 

Non-Federal Projects 

The Non-Federal PWA Program 
in Virginia, of which Mr. Sheridan 
P. Gorman is State Director, ex- 
pended In Virginia a total of $31,- 
107,067, which Includes grants of 
$10,554,965, loans of $9,892,508, 
and sponsors' funds of $10,669,- 
594. 

Outstanding in the non-Federal 
Program in Virginia are the loans 
of $3,550,600 and the grants of 
$5,276,236 for 108 educational 
building projects estimated to cost 
$14,485,059. Included In this group 
are loans and grants totalling $1,- 
468,410 for the construction of a 
faculty dormitory, students' dor- 
mitory, administration building 
with auditorium, chemistry build- 
ing, and various Improvements to 
the water and sewer systems at 
the Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
at Blacksburg. 

Sewer System Loans 

Sewer work systems were given 
loans of $2,259,500 and grants of 
$1,590,518 for the construction of 
24 projects estimated to cost $4,-

885.468. This group includes a 
loan and grant of $2,780,000 for 
the construction of trunk lines, 
lateral sewers and two primary 
treatment disposal plants to serve 
Arlington County. 

Waterworks received loans of 
$1,374,700 and grants of $1,141,- 
405 to finance construction work 
on 34 projects estimated to cost 
$3,445,793. Included in this group 
are two allotments totalling $839,- 
482 for improving and extending 
the water system at Lynchburg, 
which is estimated to cost $1,220,- 
000. 

The State of Virginia also bene- 
fited through the loans made by 
P. W. A. to various railroad com- 
panies. Through these loans it 
is estimated that the Boston and 
Maine, the Interstate, the Norfolk 
and Southern, the Pennsylvania, 
the Erie and the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford, Railroads, 
have spent $2,008,773 either on 
work within the State, or through 
the purchase of materials and 
equipment from establishments 
located In Virginia. 



Following the receipt of instruc- 
tions from Harry L. Hopkins. WPA 
Administrator, special encourage- 
ment was given this week by Wil- 
liam A. Smith, State WPA Admin- 
istrator, to project workers to se- 
cure private employment, even 
though of short duration. Mr. 
Smith, in a general order, dir- 
ected that any certified project 
worker who accepts other em- 
ployment and loses such employ- 
ment through no fault of his own, 
be, immediately reassigned to a 
WPA project, provided he con- 
tinues to be eligible for the work 
program. 

Mr. Smith's order was based 
on receipt of a general letter from 
Mr. Hopkins, accompanying which 
was a special notice signed by Mr.

TURN over and ahake apart the 
manure to be used In the hotbed. 
If It la dry, water It, allow It to 
stand a tew days and' turn It over 
again. This la to achieve a uniform 
degree of fermentation. 

Spread and tread down the man- 
ure carefully. Unless it la evenly 
distributed and well packed in the 
hotbed it will not hast evenly. 
Leave the sash partly open a day or 
two. before putting in the tour-inch 
layer ot toll, to eflfew steam and 
rank beat to pass em 

Soil for the faotpsd should he well 
dried and friable. Bach shovelful 
must be spread evenly. 

At flrat' heat la the hotbed will 
be above 100 degrees. When It has 
fallen to about 80 degrees, aaed may 
be planted. 

Avoid overheating. Temperature 
la the bed climbs rapidly on a still, 
aunny day even though the tempera- 
ture outside la below freeslng. Oa 
cloudy, windy days, however, the 
sash mast not be open too wide, for 
the bed can be chilled as well. 

Watch moisture In the bed close- 
ly, la cloudy weather, water may 
not be needed for several days, while 
with the sash open on a sunny day 
the bad may dry up In an hour 

Harden off plants by gradually 
lengthening ventilation period each 
day and by letting them become 
quite dry for a day or two. But give 
an abundance of water a few hour* 
before they are taken oat Exercise 
care not to destroy roots la trans- 
planting, and never transplant Just 
after a rain. 

In hotbed culture, hardening off 
is of extreme importance. If 
peratnre change la tea 
growth la checked. In that case, all 
efforts to procure .early growth, by 
vtartiag in a hotbed, are aalllied. ,

Unemployed Girls Offered 
Experience in Domestic 
Service fry NYA. 



Because most of the Virginia 
girls now unemployed will some- 1 
day nave a big job in the home, 
the National Youth Administra- 
tion has decided to establish a 
new type of work center where 
some of these young women win 
get experience designed to make 
them capable housewive*. This 
action was taken at the NTA con- 
ference held in Richmond, ac- 
cording to T. Edwin Burke, deputy 
State NYA Director. 

The conference decided upon 
the location for eleven of these 
new centers. Hopewell, Parksley. 
Cape Charles, and Saluda win 
each have a home-making center 
white girls em pl oyed on the 
NYA work project program. Negro 
centers will be located at Rich- 
mond, Cumberland, Charlotte, 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Dillwyn, and 
Powhatan Court House. Still other 
centers win be established in 
western Virginia following a con- 
ference to be held there later in 
this month. 

Praetkal Coarse Planned 

Details incident to the equip- 
ping and operating of the new 
centers were considered in com- 
mittee, according to Miss Prances 
Sanders, NYA consultant on 
Girls' Work for Virginia, who 
in charge of the 10-day con- 
ference. 

"The ideal of a homemaking 
center is to have a girl work on 
projects which will give her suf- 
ficient experience to enable her 
to make clothes and linens, select 
and prepare foods, care properly 
for health, and do other things 
necessary in the home," Miss 
Sanders said. "Most NYA girls win 
ultimately be homemakers because 
of the limited opportunity to en- 
ter private employment."

Teachers on the WPA Emergen- 
cy Education program delivered 
a decisive blow to illiteracy in 
Virginia last month when out of 
a total enrollment of 1838 illiter- 
ates in the adult education classes 
106 white and 173 negro pupils 
were taught to read and write, it 
was announced by Wm. A. Smith, 
state administrator following the 
receipt of the May report of the 
program which is under the di- 
rection of J. L. Blair Buck. 

In addition the Buck report 
shows that there Were 25,488 pu- 
pils enrolled in 1,238 classes in- 
cluding 839 WPA foremen and 
forewomen who are taking the 
Foremanship Training Courses. 
The more than 25,000 pupils were 
taught by 591 teachers employed 
under the program. 

1136 Classes In All 

The highest enrollment was in 
the literacy and naturalization ed- 
ucation classes which attracted 8,- 
139 students and required 513 
classes taught by 259 teachers. 
Instruction in a vocational and 
leisure time activities require 65 
teachers in 212 classes to instruct 
3,817 pupils, and there was an en- 
rollment of 2,760 in 17 classes 
dealing with public affairs edu- 
cation. 

The program for May embraced 
180 classes in other general adult 
education for which there were 
180 classes, 73 teachers and 4,411 
pupils. Sixty-nine teachers con- 
ducted 36 classes in Nursery 
schools in which 891 children were 
enrolled, the report shows. 

Continuing Director Buck re- 
veals that there were 24 classes 
in parent education attended by 
537 parents, and 2.429 persons at- 
tended 154 classes in homemaking 
education, taught by 58 teachers. 
In addition to the regular classes 
6,196 persons attended meetings 
held under the program.

were safe. 

Police and officers of the tele- 
phone company attempted to trace 
the source of the telephone call, 
but held out little hope that such 
could be done.

Crop rotation is a simple way 
to keep plant diseases under con- 
trol, but one of the best, accord- 
ing to crop specialists. 

Rotating a wilt resistant var- 
iety of flax with small grains and 
corn is one example. Flax, al- 
though grown like a small grain 
crop, belongs to a family of plants 
widely separated from the grass 
family to which wheat, oats, bar- 
ley, rye and com belong, and is 
not attacked by the same diseases 
that injure grains. 

Diseases Can Be Checked 

Flax has its own disease such 
as rust, wilt and leaf spot, but 
these in turn do not attack small 
grains. A variety of flax suscep 
tible to wilt, however, must 
grown on clean land, as ordina: 
rotations do not destroy the wi|t 
organisim in flax-sick soil. 

Many diseases of cotton are 
checked by growing other crops. 
Where root rot is serious, losses 
may be reduced by rotating with 
grain crops and by deep tillage. 
Cotton wilt is one disease, how- 
ever, which has not been success- 
fully checked by changing crops, 
though rotation with soil building 
crops is an important supplement 
factor in decreasing wilt damage 
and increasing yields. Wilt has 
been found in cotton in a field 
that has not been in cotton for 
several years. 

Root knot of tobacco is check- 
ed by rotating with peanuts, cro- 
talaria, oats or a natural weed 
fallow. Granville wilt of tobacco 
is controlled by growing corn, cot- 
ton, or sweet potatoes. 

Disease specialists say that the 
very simplicity of rotations often 
cause them to be overlooked as a 
method of checking plant disease. 
Many farmers keep on with a par- 
ticular crop, the infection increas- 
ing year by year.
